I want to say 
very distinctly that there have been no in- 
structions issued other than those embodied in 
that letter. They have been lived up to by the 
company from that time to this. 

Mr. Crain—You say distinctly that there 
were no secret instructions? 

Mr. Gould—There were no secret instruc- 
tions. On the contrary. we have lived right 
up to my letter to Mr. Powderly, notwithstand- 
ing all the provocation we have received. 
oe Gould —— read the various telegrams 

correspondence which have been alread 
made pubiic. * 

Mr. Burues— Lou spoke of a resolution of 
the Board of Directors of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad with reference to the duties and powers 
of Mr. Hoxie. Did you underetand that resolu- 
tion as limiting or controlling your powers as 
President of the corporation? 

Mr. Gould—That happened while I was away. 
When I left the 5th of January an acting Presi- 
dent was appointed, and I surrendered (for the 
time being) my position as President of the 
board. I did not consider the resolution as 
having anything to do. with the question of the 
duties and powers of the President. 

Mr. Burnes—When you prepared your dis- 
patch to Mr. Hoxie, did you intend at that 
time to leave him entirely free to act according 
to his own judgment? Did you intend it as a 
peremptory order, or merely as advisory? 

Mr. Gould—Not even as advisory, 
Sended it as a matter of precaution. 
to put the whole matter in bis bands to give 
him entire control and to bold bim responsibie 
for the result. 

Mr. Burnes—In your testimony as to this 
dispatch to Mr. Hoxie you seem to favor the 
principle of arbitration for the settlement of 
coasentions, between empioyers and employés. 
Give us the results and experience ot your ob- 
servations as to how that principie can be car- 
ried out practicalir. 

Mr. Gould— Arbitration is getting tobe a 
very easy and populer way of setting dim. 
culties between individuals and corporations 
and between corporations and their individual 
employés. I have always been in favor ot ar- 
bitration. I regard the employés of a railroad 
company as upon a different footing from the 
employés of a manufacturing or other private 
corporation. A railway corporation acts in 
two senses—first, as a private organization, 
and, second, as a public corporation baving a 
contract with the State by which it has cer- 
tain duties to perform. These duties are to be 
performed, not by the raiis and engines alone, 
but by the entire organization; and they clothe 
themseives with public duties, from the Presi- 
dent to the lowest employé. They ciothe 
themselves with the public duties which ap- 
pertain to tae operation of that railroad as an 
entirety. 

Mr. Bürnes— Have you considered the ques- 
tion as to whether there is any mode by which 
the whole working force ofa railroad can be 
put under the contro! of the people? 

Mr. Gould— Les, sir; the laws do that now. 
The difficulty is only in enforcing them. You 
see that on roads operated by receivers strikes 
are rapidly overcome Decause there is respect 
for the United States Courts. The public has 
aright to have railroads operated. Any iaw 
which detines that right and complies 
with its provisions for arbitration would be a 
practical solumon of the question. But the 
arbitration should not be after the men ha 
struck and seized the property of the ra 
company. It should be the duty of the men to 
keep on at work: 

. Burnes—Might not tne General Govern- 
ment license and thereby govern and control 
the officials of a raillroad—from the Superin- 
tendent down? 

Mr. Gould—I think the officials assume that 
to be their duty now. It might be made more 
distinct by some enactment; and then, if any 
injustice pe done there should be a mode of 
arbitration. I have deen always in favor of 
that. I think that Mr. Powderly is un- 
dertaking to do too much. All that 
I can do is to manage the Missouri 
Pacific, ana I have no end of trouble with that, 
but Mr. Powderly is running the sbhoemakers, 
the men who make pegs and leather, all other 
tradesmen, and not only the empiloyés of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad but of ali the em- 
ployés on 130,000 miles of raiiroad. I do not 
wonder that he bas broken down under the 
load. I think the Government should have 
such right to govern and contro! railroads as 
to have trouble arbitrated, even without con- 
suiting the compacies or their employés. 

Mr. Burnes inquired as to the relations of the 
Missouri Pacific with the other roads now in- 
corporated in the system, as to the amount of 
stook and bonds issued, and as to other mat- 
ters connected with the company, which in- 
formation Mr. Gould promised to furnish here- 
after. Me. Burnes also inquired as to the gen- 
eral effect of the pooling system, and Mr. 
Gould replied that its general effect was bene- 
ficial to the public, because without it most if 
not all the railroads of the country would be 
in the hands of receivers. 

Mr. Burnes—W hy would that be the result? 

Mr. Gould—Because of low rates from ex- 
cessive competition. 

Mr. Burnes—Then competition is not the 
life of trade? 

Mr. Gould—No, sir; and the result would be 
that wages would have to be cut down 
50 per cent. Labor is a very large ele 
ment in railroad expenses. Directly it amounts 
to about 60 per cent, to say nothing of the 
labor in steel rails and other railroad ma- 


terials. : 

Mr. Burnes—If pooling is beneficial to the 
railroad companies is it also beneficial to the 
people? 

Mr. Gould—I think it is. The public is in- 
terested in baving strong, able roads, well 
equipped. I have always found that real 
estate sells higher, and the people would rather 
live on the lines of railroads that are flaanciaily 


strong.

CLEVELAND HAS A PLAN. 


HE WANTS A COMMISSION TO SETTLE 
LABOR DISPUTES. 


His Message to Congress on the Subject— 
The Workingman Should Be Properly 
Represented at Washington—The Street - 
Car Tie-Up in New York City—The Bat- 
tle There. Promises to Be a Long One 


Labor Troubles in General. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 22.— The Presi- 
dent today sent the following message to Con- 
gress on the subject of the labor troubles: 

To the Senate and House of . Representatives: 
The Constitution imposes on the President the 
duty of recommending to the consideration of 
Congress from time to time such measures as 
he sball judge necessary and expedient. I am 
80 deeniy impressed with the importance of 
immediately and thougttfully meeting the 
probiem which recent events and à present 
condition have thrust upon us involving the 
settlement of disputes arising between our 
laboring men and their employers that 
I am constrained to recommend to 
Congress legislation upon this serious and 
pressing subject. Under our form of govern- 
ment the value of iabor asan element of Na-. 
tioual prosperity should be distinctly recog- 
nized, and the welfare of the iaboring men 
should be regarded as especially entitled to 
legislative care. In a country which offers to 
all ite citizens thé highest attainment of social 
and political distinction its workingmen can- 
not justly or safely be considered as irrevo- 
cably consigned to the limits of a class and en- 
titled to no attention and allowed no protest 
against neglect. The laboring man, bearing 
in his hand an indispensabie contribution 
to our growth and progress, may well 
insist with manly courage and as aright upon 
the same recognition from those who make 
our laws as is accorded to any other citizen 
having a valuable interest in charge, ana his 
reasonable demand should be met in such a 
spirit of appreciation and fairness as to induce 
a contented and patriotic codperation in the 
achievement of a grand national destiny. 
While the real interests of lator are not pro- 
moted by a resort to threats and violent mani- 
festations, and while those who under the pre- 
text of an advocacy of the claims of labor 
wantonly attack the rights of capital, and for 
selfish purposes or the love of disorder sow 
seeds of violence and discontent, sbould ner 
ther be encouraged nor conciliated, all legisia- 
tion on the subject should be calmly and delib- 
erately undertaken witb no purpose of satisfy- 
ing unreasonabie demands or gaining partisan 
advantage. 

The present conaition of the relations be- 
tween labor and capital are far from satisfac- 
tory. The discontent of the employed is due 
in a large degree to the grasping and heediess 
exactions of employers and the alleged dis- 
criminations in favor of capital as an object of 
governmental attention. It must also be con- 
ceded that laboring men are not siways care 
ful to avoid causeiess and unjustifiable dis- 
turbances. Though the importance of a bet- 
ter accord between these interests is apparent, 
it must be borne in mind that any effort in 
that direction by the Federal Government 
must be greatly limited by constitutional re- 
strictions. There are many grievances which 
lezislauon by Congress cannot re- 
dress and many conditions which 
cannot by such means be reformed. I am sat- 
isfied, however, that something may be done 
under Federal authority to prevent the dis- 
turbances which so often arise by disputes 
between emp oyer and empioyed and which at 
times seriously threaten the business inter- 
ests of the country, and in my opinion te 
proper theory on whiob to proceed is that of 
voluntary arbitration as the means of settling 
these difficulties. But Il suggest that, instead 


ot arbitrators chosen in the heat of conflicting 


elaims and after each dispute shall arise, there 


be created a Commission of Labor, consisting 


of three members, whoshall be regular officers 
of tne Government, charged among other 
duties with the consideration and settiement 
when possible of ali controversies between 
labor and capital. A commission thus organ- 
ized would have the advantage of being a stable 
body, and ite members, as they gained experi- 
ence, would constantly improve io their ability 
to deal intelligentiy and usefully with the 
questions which might be submitted to them. 
Ir arbitrators are chosen for temporary serv- 
ice as each case of dispute arises experience 
and familiarity with much that is involved in 
the quesuon will be lacking, extreme partisan- 
ship and bias will be tme qualifications sought 
on either side, and frequent complaints of 
untairness and partiality will be inevita- 
ble. The imposition upon a Federal court 
of a duty foreign to me judicial 
function, as the selection of an arbitrator in 
such cases, is at least of doubtful propriety. 
The establishment by Federal autbority of 
such a bureau would be a just and sensible 
recognition of the value of laber and of its 
rigut to be represented in the departments of the 
Government. So far as its vonciliatory offices 
shall have relation to disturbances which in- 
terlered with transit and commerce between 
the States, its existence would be justified 
under the provisions of the Constituuwon, which 
gives te Congress the power to regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations and among the 
several States; and in the frequent disputes 
between the laboring men and their employ- 
ers of less extent and the consequences 
of which are confined within State limits 
and threaten domestic violence, the interposi- 
tion of such a commission might be tendered 
upon the application of the Legislature or 
executive of a State under the constitutional 
provision which requires the General Govern- 
ment to protect each of the States against 
domestic violence. Ifsuch a commission were 
fairly organized the risk of a loss of popular 
support and sympathy resulting from a refusal 
to submit to so peaceful an instrumentality 
would constrain both parties to such disputes 
to invoke its interference and abide by its 
decisions. There would also be good reason 
to hope te very existence of 
such an agency would invite application 
to it for advice and counsel, frequentiy 
resulting in the avoidance of contention and 
misunderstanding. If the usefulness of such 
a commission is doubtful because it might lack 
power to enforce its decisions, much encourage- 
ment is derived from the conceded good that 
has been accowplished by the railroad com- 
missions that have been organized in many 
of the States, which, ham little more than 
advisory power, have exerted a most salutary 
influence in the settlement of disputes be- 
tween conflicting interests. :

Tie-Up Yet. | 
New Tonk, April 22,—After a very long 


reporter that there was a serious revolt in the 
order in regard to the foolish monner in which 
the present strike bas been conducted. and 
that loud demands were being made for the re- 
moval of O'Donnell, Best, and James Graham 
from the Executive Committee of the Empire 
Protective Association.

The reporter's in- 
formant also said that the boasts of 0’ Donneii 
and Best that tney would tie up Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, and Boston, in addition to stop- 
ping cars in this city, and then take the men 
off the ferry-boats, elevated roads, and bridge 
cars, were idle ones. They would do so at the 
risk of being expeiled from the union. 

Matters were quiet at the offices of the Third 
Avenue Surface Kailroad this morning. The 
care began running at 7: a. m., and 500 
police were on hand bright and early. There 
were a few pickets around. talked with 
great bitterness against the company and de- 
clared that the trouble would now take a more 
serious aspect. 

A representative of the Executive Committee 
states that the board has determmed that the 
strike sbail be confined to the Third Avenue 
Line uniess in case of a combination of the 
roads against the strikers. The otner roads 
are warned by the strikers to keep away from 
Third avenue. During the strike che men will 
be paid from the funds of the association as 
though at work. The question of a general 
tie-up will be beid in abe;ance, 

A drunken man tried to raise a disturbance 
with a conductor about noon today on a Third 
avenue car. A crowd gathered and took a 
hand. The police used their @lubs to quell the 
row and bustied the drunken man off to the 
station. Another man, an old driver, was ar- 
rested and iocked up for assaulting drivers 
and conductors in the employ of the road. 

The grand jury spent the day in considering 
the cases of the Third avenue strikers who 
were arrested for rioting Tuesday and those 
who bave been carrymmg on bakery and 
other boycotts. It is understood that 
a number of indictments were found, 
and that Monday inquisition will be made into 
the methods employed by the Executive Board 
of the Empire Protective Association in or- 
dering a general tie-up of street-car lines. It 
is thuught that indictments can be found un- 
der the law against conspiracy to intimidate. 

The cars stopped ruoning and the stabies 
were closed at 7:30 tonight, in order that the 
police might get more rest. Twenty officers 
were left on guard at the depot. During the 
day fifty-eight cars were runnmg. Tomorrow 
the Superiutendent intends to run seventy-five 
carson the Third Avenue Road, and will begin 
rnuums cars on the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street Line, and possibly some cable 
cars. All the newly-bired men are 
lodged and fed by the company in the depot 
buliding, where there are accommodations for 
nearly 1.000 men. One of the directors of the 
road sad: There will be no meeting of the 
directors until the regular monthly meet- 
ing. They bave made up their minds as to their 
course of action, and will not change it.“ 

Tonight the pickets of the strikers are on 
duty all along Third avenue. The strixers had 
a large meeting tonight. A large number of 
leading business men of the city have signed a 
call for a special meeting of the Chamber of

| STRIKERS REINFORCED. 


THE KNIGHTS AT sr. LOUIS SHOWING 
INCREASED STRENGTH. 


About Five Hundred Men from the Mis- 
souri Car &.Foundry Works Join the 
Striking Railroaders—The Appeal Made 
the President of the Company—More 
Militiamen for East St. Louis — Notes 


from the Scene of the Gould Trouble. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 22.—[Special. }—Ac- 
cording to an agreement reached late last 
night 480 men employed in the Missouri Car 
& Foyndry Works on Ann street quit work 
at 10 o'clock this morum by order of District 
Assembly No. 1%, Knights of Labor. and they 
submit their grievance in the-following resolu- 
tion : 

WHEREAS, The Missouri Car & Foundry Works 
are manufacturing material and sending it out to 
points on the Southwestern system, which is detri- 
mental to our feilow-workmen who are standing 
out tor their God-given rights, 

Resolved, t we, the employés of the said Mis- 
souri Car & Foundry Works, refuse to perform 
such labor as that detrimental to our fellow-men 
in the Southwestern system. 

The different trades are represented in the 
works as follows: Carpenters and heipers, 200; 
pianing-mill bands, sixty; blacksmitus, fifty; 
machinists, seventy; painters, twenty: re 
pairers, forty; yardmen and laborers, forty— 
making a total of 480 men. Besides these 
there are 200 meh employed exciusively in the 
foundry department who, it is suid, will quit 
in a body tomorrow morning. The men ap- 
peared at their places as usual at 
7 o'clock and worked until 9:30 o'clock, 
when President McMillan was served with a 
copy of the resolution. He immediately called 
the men into the, blacksmith shop and ad- 
dressed them, stating that he understood the 
demand of the men upon the company, but 
that it was one that could not be acceded to. 
The contract under which the repair material 
was being furnished to the Missouri Pacific 
Road was one that had been entered into long 
before the inauguration of the present strike. 
If the company refused to do the work of 
Gould roads—their largest customers—there 
would be no more work to do for the 
men. Besides, there were forty competitors 
ready to step in and furnish the material, even 
if his company refused. Tue contract calling 
tor this work also provides for the furnishing 
of a large cumber of cars, which were now be- 
ing constructed for the Missouri Pacific. In 
his opinion the men would be doing the road a 
service by preventing the delivery of these 
ears. He was willme to meet any reasonable 
demand of the men, but this special exaction 
could not be recognized. At the conclusion of 
his address he said that the men would be given 
a half-holiday at the company’s expense in 
which to consider his remarks and report for 
tne afternoon's work. 

The men filed out of the yards and discussed 
the President's speech on the cornere and in 
the streets. They were unanimous in their 
statements that they had no objection to the 
furnishing of new cars. Their opposition was 
to the supply of the repair material to the in- 
orkmen now housed in the Mis- 
souri sho t Summit avenue in the city, and 
at other points on the road. The 
men calied a meeting, and speeches were 
made by prominent Knights advising the 
men to stick to their demand, and if they 
needed support it would be forthcoming from 
their comrades, and it would be no disgrace 
for any striking workman to apply for assist- 
ance. St. Louis was one of the hardest places 
in the country for labor to secure a point, 
and the men must stand shoulder to shoulder 
and support their fellows on the Missouri Pa- 
cific. The men decided to fight for their de- 
mand, and a committee composed of a repre- 
sentative from each department was appointed 
to carry the ultimatum to President McMullan. 
The men called at the President's office this 
evening and had a half-hour's conference. The 
result is that both sides remain firm, and the 
strike 18 on. Another committee was ap- 
pointed to walt on the molders and foundry- 
men and request them to dug. 

Committeeman Barry returned from a trip 
over the Missouri Pacifictoday. He was sent 
out specially to investigate the condition of 
the road, the traffic, etc. He brought back a 
valise filled with statistics showing that the 
road is going down in tue struggle. The strik- 
ers ali along the line are firm. Up to 6 o’clock 
this evening $6,000 was received for the strik- 
ers fund, and Mr. Bailey exhibited a telegram 
from New York stating that $20,000 had been 
forwarded to him today. The money is being 
distributed to needy strikers along the lines, 
and no reserve fund is kept. 

Five non-union men in the Rridge & Tunnel 
yards were induced to quit tonight on condi- 
tion they were furnished board. Several non- 
union mea were assaulted in the Missouri Pa- 
cifie yards this morning and injured 80 seri- 
ously that they were compeiled to stop work. 
The yards are doing the usual business in the 
daytime, but night work is still dangerous.

President McMillan 
says he will allow the car-works to remain 
dle, but will attempt to carry on the foundry 
business without taking railroad work, and it 
is believed the strikers will agree to this.

Split of the Investigating Committee—Re- 
publican Members to Keport to the Sen- 
ate—The Testimony Ordered Printed. 
CoLumBus, O., April 22.—[Special.|—The

A Reorganization Effected Under Rules 
Calculated to Preserve the Monopoly of 
the Distilling Industry in the Hands of a 
Select Few. 

The Western Export Association yesterday 
decided to organize, supplementary to the as- 
sociation, the American Purchasing & Leasing 
Company, and the following committee to act 
as commissioners in obtaining the charter and 
to put the new company into operation was 
selected: Jonathan Abel and Thomas Lynch, 
Chicago; Thomas T. Gall and W. N. Hobart, 
Cincinnati; J. B. Greenhut and Adolph Wool- 
ner, Peoria; Alfred Bevis, St. Louis; C. Fair- 
banks, Terre Haute: and Peter R. 
Eiler, Omaha. The capital stock of the new 
company- $200,000—wiil be paid in cash. The 
main features of the new plan as submicted by 
the Committee to Revise Rules and printed in 
yesterday's TRIBUNE were adopted with one 
exception—rupning houses will be permitted 
to manufacture product in excess of the limit 
fixed by the association provided it is export- 
ed at the firm’s expense. The provisions 
against the building of new distilleries are 
modeled after the Canadian plan of boycotting 
inte rs, and it is believed will be entirely 
su ful in preventing any intrepid individu- 
als entering the distilling business. 

Besides establishmg the new company 
the association expelled the Enterprise Dis- 
tilimg Company of Pekin, III., for failure 
to pay assessments and the violating 
of every agreement made with the asso- 
ciation.”’ The price of whisky was continued 
at $1.10 per galion, ana the assessment at 10 
cente of 28 per cent of capacity. Goods which 
cannot be sold without breakmg the market 
will be exported by the pool as formerly. 
In order to make up the deficiency of $9,000 
due ciosed houses the usual assessments will 
be continued during the next four months, 
during which period closed houses usually re- 
ceive but 50 per cent of the amounts due them.

several minutes the fifty-five men, who 
dared to come out as applicants for the 
jobs made vacant by the strike, remained an 
unbroken company and the train stood stili. 
Soon a ioud cheer announced tha. one man 
Dad weakened, and a burly fellow of 30 years 
walked out of the car and sad: Boys, all [ 
We'll feed you,“ 
gad a dozen of tne strikers, and the man was 
lugged off to a restaurant for dinner. | 
„Come out, boys, pieaded the strikers. 
It's useless to kick against us.“ Another 
man got off the train and was cheered vocifer- 
ously, and three others followed him. The 
whole number who left the train during the 
afternoon was seventeen. The persuasions of 
the strikers were kept up in the train all the 
but none of the others came out. 
One of the first acts of the deputies upon 
their arrival was to serve injunction notices 
upon the strikers, but by the time one dozen 
bad been served the men “caught on,“ and 
refused to tell names to any one. This blocked 
further proceedings of this kind and the at- 
tempt was given up. A few of the strikers 
thought at first that the injunction writs 
were compromise communications from the 
raliroad officials and were anxious to receive 
them, but their anxiety was of short duration. 
The attempt to clear the yards was the merest 
pretense, for aman would simply step from 
One track to another and then back again. On 
this score, ‘however, it is claim- 
ed that tne entire ceatre of the yard is simply 
a continuation of Clar<treet, and that the of- 
ficers of the law have no right to drive the 
men from it.

The Engineer Sides with the Strikers. 


About this time the Lake Shore switchmen 

. Were requested to meet and confer with the 
leaders on the open ground between the round- 
‘and the company’s track. Nearly forty 
at the place indicated, and all of them 
cted to leave the track and make 
pt to interfere with the company. 
Very of them followed the advice, as a 
few minutes later nearly all of them were seen 
Swarming around the car containing the new 
men and endeavoring to persuade them not to 
goto work. A number of the Deputy Sheriffs 
were then marched from tbe train to the 
roundhouse, a few. hundred yards distant, 
where they were provided with three rounds of 
cartridges for the beavy revolvers which all 
Carried. Some of them were detail ed for duty 
in front of the o doors of the round- 
and were instructed to allow no 

one to near. It was intimated 

- them that an attempt might 
be made by evil-disposed persons to enter the 
roundhouse and tamper with che twenty-odd 
engines which stood inside with steam up and 
ready to m at a moments notice. Matt 
Pinkerton was in charge of this detai: of depu- 
ties. Engine No. 458, of which Mike Crotty is 
the engineer and P. Dore the fireman, was then 
ordered out to the main track. P. D. Wright. 
the General Superintendent of the Lake Shore 
Road, and Master-Mechanic McKenna were in 
the cab. The engine moved siowly forward as 
tar as the switch near Root street, where it was 
stopped for a moment and where T. F. Collins 
got up in tue cab. and began «talk with the 
engineer. He said the fight between the 
switchmen and the Lake Spore Road was a

The front door was securely fastened to 
keep out striking switchmen who wanted to 
talk them into refusing to go to work, while 
two Deputy Sheriffs stood at the rear one and 
declined to let them out unless they made a 
vigorous kick. 

There was a conference between P. B. 
Wright, the General Manager, and Deputy- 
Sheriff Morgan shortly after the first and only 
attempt to get out an engine. The former 
said everything was in the hands of the latter. 
and that he would get an engineer to take out 
another one as soon as Morgan said he would 
and could furnish the necessary protection. 
The latter said he was ready to kur- 
nish the protection as soon as an 
engineer could be found. The matter rested 
here, and between the doubts on both sides 
the whole. afternoon was wasted, literally 
thrown away. Mr. Wright told a TRIBUNE re- 
porter that be bad au engineer ready and that 
be was waiting on the deputy. This 
threw the responsibility on the deputy.

Snortly before the deputies left for the city 
Fred Liebrandt arrested five ot the strikers 
and took them up-town with him. The men 
offered no resistance whatever, and expressed 
themselves as perfectly willing to accompany 
aim. The Ave strikers arrested—Joseph Ken- 
der, T. F. Collins, William McClasson, H. 
Haight, and James Meanerham—were locked 
up at the armory and admitted to bail at 10:30 
last evening. The bondsmen #ere Couaty- 
Commissioner J. J. McCarthy of the Town of 
Lake and Denis O'Sullivan, a saloonkeeper at 
No. 1326 State street. A carriage was sent for 
Justice Veter Foote to bis residence at No. 
2905 WaDash avenue, and the Justice fixed the 
bonds at $500 each. The charge is the viola- 
tion of Sec. 189 of Chap. 38 of the Criminal 
Code, which is as follows: 


Whoever shail maliciously make any attempt, 
although the same may not succeed, to place ob- 
structions on any railroad track, to burn, biow up, 
or destroy any railroad bridge, or in any other way 
prevent the free and safe passage of trains on 
any railroad, shall be imprisoned in the penitenti- 
ary not less than one nor more than ten years. 


During the afternoon Sheriff Hanchett was 
closeted for over an hour with ex-Gov. John M. 
Hamilton of the law firm of Campbell, Hamil- 
ton & Custer, who are the Sheriff's attorneys. 
The interview related chiefly to the Sheriff's 
legal responsibility in the present trouble. 
Earlier in the afternoon Sheriff Hanchett was 
visited by Pliny B. Smith, Assistant So- 
licitor for the Lake Shore Road; George 
Driggs, attorney in this city for the 
Pennsylvania Road; and J. C. Hutchins, at- 
torney for the Rock Island Road. The inter- 
view was strictly private, but it is understood 
that the three men named urged on the Sheriff 
the necessity of taking still more active steps 
towards suppressing the trouble than have yet 
been used. It was ascertained from a reason- 
ably reliable source that, should matters grow 
at all worse, or even remain as at present, 
the Sheriff will call on Gov. Oglesby for assist- 
ance from the State militia. The belief that 
some such movement is contemplated was still 
further strengthened by the fact that Col. E. 
B. Knox of the First Regiment was a visitor at 
the Sheriff's office during the afternoon. The 
latter was seen by a reporter for THe TRIBUNE 
about 5:30 o'clock in the afternoon, and said 
that he intended writing to Gov. Oglesby last 
evening, setting forth the existing situation. 
When asked if be would cali for aid from the 
militia, he gave an evasive reply. 

Almost the entire police force of the city 
was beld in the different stations all day yester- 
day ready to proceed ata moment's notjce to 
the scene of any disturbance that might arise. 
The men were not even permitted to go to 
their dinners, and much inside grumbling was 
the result. 

At 6:15 o'clock last night the train contain- 
ing the Deputy-Sheriffs and what there were 
left of the imported switchmen (twenty-two 
of them having gone over to the strikers) re- 
turned. The deputies were marched to their 
respective headquarters, while the switchmen 
were taken charge of by the railroad company. 
Everything was reported to be quiet when the 
train left at 6 o' clock. 


One Thing the Strike Has Done. 


The strike of the switchmen, if it continues 
much longer, will prevent the improvement of 
a large number of streets this year. Before 
a street can be paved, where there are none, 
the water mains and service pipes must be put 
in. Contracts are ready to be let for the latter 
on about sixty streets, The work, however, 
cannot be proceeded with, as there is very lit- 
tle pipe on hand. City Engineer Artingstall 
directed Superintendent Moody yesterday not 
to lay any more pipe except in urgent cases. 
The city bas a contract with a Cleveland, O., 
firm for 3,000 pieces of six-inch pipe, none of 
which has been delivered, though some of it is 
on the way, and for 500 pieces of thirty-six- 
inch, about sixty of which bave been received. 
The large pipe is to be laid on East Chicago 
avenue tofurnisb an outlet for the new pump- 
ing engines. The six-inch is the size usually 
used, and there isn’tapieceon hand. The 
pipe comes by the Lake Shore Road, whose cars

The Coke Blockade So Far Effectual. 

The only movement made by the company 
yesterday at South Chicago was an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to naul a train of coke from a 
sidetrack to the yards of the North Chicago 
Kolling-Mills, A similar attempt was given up 
Wednesday afternoon, a train of a dozen 
empty freigbt-cars having been mysteriously 
run across the switch to the mills while the 
engine was being coupled to the coke-train, 
four blocks away. Yesterday morning an en- 
gine arrived from Elkhart, Ind., and prepara- 
tions were made to pull out the ears 
which blocked the switch, in order that the 
coke-train might afterwards be pulled to the 
mill yards. During the night some one had 
contrived to throw one of the cars from the 
track, and when the engine, escorted by Bergt. 
Jenkins and fifteen’ Hyde Park police, arrived 
at the switch it was found that ail the coupling 
links and pins bad d@‘sappeared. Guarded by 
the police, the trainmen put in new coupline- 
irons. There were but few of the strikers 
present. One of them made an appeal to 
the conductor of the train, and asked 
him For God's sake not to pull out the 
cars, saying that if he did he would be taking 
the bread from the mouths of the switchmen 
and their families. The conductor weakened 
and announced that he couldn't pull out the 
cars. The engine was then taken back to the 
main track and stood idle the rest of the day. 
According to the fireman of the engine the 
strikers did not rely entirely upon their ap- 
peal to the conductor, since he states that one 
of the men had a nut in bis hand 
which de evidently intended to lace 
on the guide-bars between the piston and the 
steam cylinder with the purpose of blowing out 
the cylinder-bead. When ne saw that the fire- 
man was watching him he slipped the nut into 
his pocket and walked away. 

About fifteen of the strikers were present 
during the day and were evidently on duty for 
stated periods. There are but three 
switchmen regularly ou duty at South 
Chicago, and the switchmen present were 
evidently fron the Forty-tbhira street yards. 
They were keenly on the watch yesterday. and 
evidently did net know what the result of the 
day would be further up the line. None of 
them would open their mouths as to their 
plans, but it was plain that they intended to 
stop the first freight that should come along in 
ode any were started from the yards. During 
the afternoon the brakes were tight-set on the 
cars across the rolling-mill swit¢eh. and the 
brake-wheels removed, This work is said to 
bave been effected by two well-dressed men 
who came and went by the Illinois Central. At 
any rate nobody saw the job done.

We therefore most earnestiy recom- 
mend that a conference of the enimies of this 
movement throughout the State be held at an 
early day at Mozart Hall, in this city, to care- 
fuliy consider the situation and decide upon 
the proper course to pursue, and, if deemed 
expedient, to effect a proper organization; and 
we would respectfully suggest Monday. the 6th 
of May next, as a convenient time for such 
con!erence. 

You cannot but recognize the powerful and 
thoroughly organized element which is arrayed 
against us, and will therefore realize the abso- 
lute necessity for immediate action on our part 
to avert the threatening danger.

CONVICTED OF CONSPIRACY. 


Aufdemarte and Sheppard Convicted at 
New Orleans of Defrauding the Govern- 
Bree a Tells the Story of His 

e. 

New ORLEANS, April 22.—The case of the 
United States against John H. Aufdemarte and 
Erastus Sheppard, charged with conspiring to 
Gefraud the Government, was closed 
today. The jury found a verdict of 


guilty. Aufdemarte was convicied about 
a month ago of embezzling $25,000 
of Government money and was sentenced 
to five years in the penitentiary. Sheppard 
was with Aufdemarte in Mexico when arrested, 
and had a portion of the stolen money in his 
possession. While on the stand Sheppard pre- 
tended to tell the story of his life. When 
young he said te was employed in a coum 
terfeiting establishment at Galveston, Tex. 
and named several prominent men as con- 
nected with it both in Gaiveston and New 
Orleans. Many of tnese are still living and 
holding high official positions. He said: 
“Many of the persons engaged in the busi- 
ness of counterfeiting in the times to 
which I allude have left behind them 
sons and daughters who move in the bighest 
social circles of the Crescent City—women 
and men of prominence and the greatest re- 
spectability. For this reason I do not propose 


to make known the names for whom 1 first 
worked in the counterfeiting business. All 
my life it bas been my misfortune to suffer

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DESPERATE COMBATS WITH STRIKERS : Brook u., struck 


ON LONG ISLAND. 


Policemen Assaulted by Mobs of Iufurtated 
Men from the Sugar-Kefineries—Many 
Shots Exchanged and Many of the Com- 
batants Wounded—Hand-to-Hand En- 
counters The Officers Finally Win the 
Day—The Causes of the Trouble. 

New York, April 22.—[S8pecial. |—Strikers 
from the great refineries along the river front 
in Williamsburg and Green Point had three 
separate conflicts with the police today, in each 
of which the latter were victorious, Two riots in 
Williamsburg occurred in First street, or 
Kent avenue, as it is now called, and one 
at Green Point, near the huge factories of 
the Havemeyer Sugar-Refluing Company, 
at the foot of Commercial street, the latter 
being attended with the most serious results, 
though no one was killed outricht in any of 
the conflicts. The blood-red ribbon of the 
Communist pinned to the coat.lapel of the 
striking Germans, Austrians, and Polanders 
gives the clew to the reason why riotous pro- 


ceedings were instituted so quickly and 
in ¢ach case on so slight a provocation. 
So violent were the strikers, so deflant of all 
authority, save that of their own leaders, and 
so fearful were the police authorities that the 


strikers would carry out their threats 
to kill and burn, that all the po- 
lice reserves were on duty tonight 


guarding the property between First street and 
the river up to Rusb street. The 3,000 strikers 
and their families, friends, and sympathizers 
lined the east side of the street during the 
night, but were not permitted to cross the 
car tracks. 

The first of the series of riote occurred 
at the foot of North Seventh street at about 10 
o'clock this morning near the refinery of Dick 


& Meyer. This refinery is one where 
the firm refused to pay the ad- 
vance of wages to their workmen de- 
manded by the Central Labor Union, 


An attempt was made to prevent a truck being 
loaded with sugar. Cobblestones, bricks, and 
clubs were showered upon the policemen by 
the strikers and their sympatbizers. Seven 
policemen—a!) there were there—were knocked 
down, and for a moment it appeared 
as if they would be overpowered, 
but they regained their feet and plied their 
clubs very effectively. The driver who had 
been the cause of all the trouble managed to 
escape without injury to himself or his load, 
Matters quieted down after this, and during the 
afternoon there were no more disturbances 
north of Grand street. South of Grand street 
there was more or less trouble throughout the 
day, which culminated in a regular riot at 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon. From the time the 
strike was ordered, at 12:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing, First street has been crowded with a 
surging, surly, growling mob, who had been 
held in restraint only by a force of sixty po- 
licemen. Trouble was anticipated in the 
morning when the ‘longshoremen, who were 


engaged in unloading 1,300 hogsheads 
of sugar from the steamer Niagara 
of Ward’s Cuban line, struck. The 


steamer was at Havesmeyer & Elder's wharf 
at the foot of South Frourth street. Trouble 
began wheuw the strikers and ‘longshoremen 
together upset two loads of sugar barrels 
which drivers were attempting to carry to the 
refinery, and a load of sugar was tbrown into 
the street. Finally an officer got into a quar- 
rel with a striker who attempted to cross 
the street, and shoved bim back into 
tne crowd whence be had come. 
This act was the firebrand that roused the 
Communistic blood. A howling mob descended 
upon the unlucky officer, and in an instant 
both he and the striker were on the ground, 
surrounded by an angry mob of men, 
numbering is all about 300. Police 
Captain Wos lom and about thirty 
men rushed at onde to the rescue and drove 
the mob back temporarily. The shouts of the 
Communists brought their fellows, who were 
in front of Havemeyer & Elder's factory, 
to the scene. A half-dozen policemen 
facing down First street held them at 
bay. The Communists who made the 
onsiaught were driven back for an instant. 
Armed with bricks and cobbiesiones they re- 
turned to the charge, and a shower of these 
miseiles descended upon the policemen. They 
were well aimed, for hardly an officer escaped 
bemg hit. Again clubs were plied, and 
at close quarters the strikers fought the 
representatives of the law. Policemen fell 
under the weil-aimed missiles, and strikers 
went Gown with broken pates. The fight wus 
sbort, sharp, and vigorous, and again the strik- 
ers were driven to their rock-pit. 

Crack, crack, came two reports from a pistol 
in the hands of one of — 1 whereupon 
the Police Captain order his men to defend 


themseives at all hazards. In an instant 
the officers drew their revolvers and 
the crack, crack, crack of the officers’ 


revolvers sounded sharply in the ears of the 
Communists. Then the policemen charged. 
The clubs worked steadily while the revolvers 
cracked, and in a minute the Communsits took 
to their beels. 

It is known that a number of wounded were 
carried into the thickly-peopled tenement- 
house on the east sideof First street. How 
mauy went there no one knows and the inmates 
refused to tell. If the bullets fired by the po- 
lice took effect no trace of their work could be 
found. Probably forty shots were fired. Sev- 
eral of the officers were severely wounded by 
stones. 

While the riotous demonstrations were in 
progress in Williamsburg, the striking work- 
men employed by the Havemeyer Sugar Re- 
fining Company at the foot of Commercial 
street, in Green Point, were working them- 
selves up to a dangerous pitch of 
excitement. No acts of violence were 
attempted, however, until 1:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when a striking laborer 
named Ebhart attempted to pass the line of 
police and enter the refinery. Au omcer or- 
dered him back, and this led to a fight which 
soon became general. The strikers closed in 
upon the policemen with yells of rage, and for 
a time it seemed as though the officers would 
be killed. Just when the fight was flercest one 
officer dropped his club and swung his revolver 
into the air at arm’s length. There was a 
frenzied yell from the crowd, and the flashing 
barrel of the revolver came down to a 
level with the men’s heads. ‘shoot ’’ shouted 
a man across the street. The revolver was 
discharged, and John Morrison, a striker, 
dropped to the ground shot through the arm. 
A group of police charged upon the 
crowd and the fight became desperate. 
The strikers fought like tigers. They used 
cart-rungs, balesticks, cobblestones, and 
whatever weapons they could lay hands on. A 
big, burly fellow with set teeth and disheveled 


bair raised a heavy ash doudletree 
above his head and brought it 
down with crushing force. Officer 


Gerken dropped under it like a log. He was 
removed to the sugar refinery and stretched 
out on a table. Officer William Withers went 
down before a balestick swung by a thick- 
necked Hungarian. He was carried into the 
next street and sent to St. Catherine’s Hospital 
in an ambulance. Officer Delavey fought like 
a soldier in battle, but he was soon sent to the 
hospital. Several strikers were cut and bruised, 

Alter a bard fight the police succeeded in 
driving the strikers back by main strength 
and the weight of their clubs, and before 2 
o'clock the rioters bad been scattered. - 

At a late hour tonight the strikers had dis- 
persed and everything was quiet. No further 
trouble was looked for at the refinery before 
morning. 

The Executive Committee of the Sugarmak- 
ers’ Union said tonight: “We bave nothing 
to do now save to wait for the bosses to come 
to terms.“ 

The strike which bas caused all the trouble 
in the eastern district of Brooklyn was begun 
under the direction of the Central 
Labor Union. The workers in the sugar 
retinery demand of the employers ten 
hours for a day’s work, cessation of work from 
12 o’clock Saturday night to 12 o’clock Sunday, 
not over two bours’ overwork to be exacted 
any day. no laborer to be discharged de- 
cause be is a union man, wages to be 
$1.75 a day for common iaborera, $1.90 
for other men, and 32.10 for foremen; 
wages to be paid twice a month. The 
employers agreed to the ten-hour scale and to 
pay semi-monthly, but declined all other de- 
mands, although agreeing to pay $1.50 a day 
instead of $1.35, as at present. So the men in

CREMATED FURNITURE, 


One of Andrews & Co.’s West Side Facto- 
ries, with Its Contents, Heavily Damaged 
by Fire—Not Attributed to Incendiaries— 
Other Blazes. 

At 4:20 o’clock yesterday morning the watch- 
mao at A. H. Andrews & Co.’s furniture factory, 


on Desplaines street, near Polk, discovered 
that a fire had started at the base of the shav- 
Ings chute in the ergine-room. He quickly 
got some of the fire-extmguishers kept in the 
building and with them extinguished the blazes 
visible. Almost immediately afterwards he 
discovered that the fire bad reached the floor 
overhead, and then be turned in an alarm, 
which was followed by a second ten min- 
utes later. The fire soon spread to 
the four-story and basement brick factory in 
front and to the dry-kiin and brick and frame 
Diantng-mill adjoining. Before the engines ar- 
rived the flames had gained much headway 
and could not be suppressed before much dam- 
age and loss was sustained. The three upper 
floors of the main front building with their 
contents and the root were completely do- 
stroyed. The lower floor of the building was 
saved. Onthe burnt floors were school and 
office furniture and large quantities of stock 
ready for manufacturing purposes. Their en- 
tire loss is estimated by the firm to be about 
$75,000. Of this amount about halt is on 
stock and the remainder on valuable furniture 
contracted to be delivered May 1, and most of 
which was finished. The factory, machinery, 
and stock on hand was insured for $37,500. 
The building, which was owned by Newton H. 
Case of Hartford, Conn., was damaged about 
$10,000, and is insured for $17,500. 

Mr. A. H. Andrews, head of the firm, says 
that the fire cannot possibly be traced to any 
incendiary act of the employés. There was no 
strike at any of the factories, and the firm did 
not know of any dissatisfaction among the 
workmen there until a paper was presented 
day before yesterday signed by a committee of 
six—two from each of the West Side factories 
—making a demand rather fn the form of a re- 
quest, for a reduction of working hours from 
ten to eight daily without corresponding re- 
duction in pay. Mr. Andrews continued that 
the committee bad calied on him in relation to 
the matter Tuesday afternoon, and he and they 
bad talked it over in the most friendly spirit 
for bulf an hour, but without arriving at any 
definit result. The paper by which the men 
make their demand and which was read by 
Tun TRIBUNE reporter gives the firm until 
Saturday afternoon at 4 o’clock to decide the 
matter. 

Mr. Andrews added that by the fire Wednes- 
day morning the workmen had suffered the 
loss of their tools and benches, which were 
their own personal property, and, further, that 
an examination of the premises demonstrated 
the fact that the fire bad originated in the 
shaving-room of the factory on the ground 
floor, from a spark blown, in some way, in 
among the sawdust and shavings. 

The fire will throw about 400 men out of em- 
ployment temporarily, but will not greatly in- 
terfere with the businets of the firm, as they 
have four other factories in operation. 

At 8:30 lust night the fire broke out again in 
the shaving shed. Engine Company No. 7 was 
sent there on a still and extinguished the 
flames before much additional damage had 
been done. 

New York, April 22.—A tew minutes before 
7 o'clock this morning a fire broke out in the 
upper floor of the six-story brick building run- 
ning from No. 58 to No, 66 Crosby street, and 
from No. 512 to No. 516 Broadway. The fire 
threatened one of the most valuable business 
blocks in the city. The ground floor south is 
occupied by A. Laufer & Co., importers and 
dealers in bats. Pioncky & Simon, manufact- 
urers of neckwear, occupy the first floor. Au- 
gust Brothers, manufacturers of boys’ cloth- 
ing, occupy the remainaer of thisendof the 
building, front and back. The north end of 
the building accommodates only two firms—J. 
W. Goddard & Sons, importers of silk and con- 
verters of cotton goods, have the ground floors 
and celiars,and Messrs. August Bernheim, 
Bauer & Co. occupy the remainder ot this part 
of the buildmg. The three upper floors only 
were burned out, but the entire building was 
flooded with water. Messrs. Goddard & Sons 
carried a stock valued at $500,000, and August 
Bernheim, Bauer & Co. carried aline of like 
value. August Brothers estimate the value of 
their stock at $50,000, while the stocks of 
Ploncky & Simon and A. Laufer & Co. are 
placed at $125,000 more. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. The police estimated that 
the damage by the fire would not exceed 
$100,000. 

Wrst Nxwrox, Pa., April 22.—Wh.le Mrs.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 22.—A. N. Towns, 
whose extraordinary arrest Tuesday, ab 
most at the same moment, by two officers un- 
known to each other, on charges of two mur 
ders many years ago, was taken to Hill County, 
Texas, where he will be tried for killing 
Thomas Woods six years ago. Sheriff Bell and 
Detective Hughes had much difficulty 
in ©6 decidmg which should take the 
prisoner. The detective grabbed Towns first. 
He had an extradition warrant from Gov. Ire- 
land permitting him to take the prisoner to 
Mississippi, but the Texas Sheriff threatened 
to ask the Governor to withdraw the warraaot 
and thus seoure the prisoner.

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ISE OF GREATER THINGS YET. 


Furniture Manufacturers Pronounce in Fa- 
vor of the Movement, Indorse Protect- 
ive Associations on Both Sides, and Ad- 
vocate Arbitration—A Hundred Men Out 
on a Strike at the South Chicago Iron- 
Mills—Local Labor Notes. 

A special meeting, called under the auspices 
ot the Western Furniture Manufacturers’ As 
sociation, was held last night at the Sherman 
House for the purpose of considering the 
eight-hour labor question, the amount of 
wages to be paid workmen under the new ar 
rangement, and also to take concerted action 


looking toward securing better prices 
for products. Charles R. Sligh of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., presided. Delegates 


representing 150 firms in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Wisconsin, Missouri, Minnesota, and 
Kentucky, and over fifteen millions of capital, 
were present. It was resolved that the associ- 


ation would adopt eight hours as a day’s work 


after May 1. Considerable discussion was 
made on the question as to whether eight or 
ten bours should constitute & day’s work, St. 
Louis and Chicago being almost solid 
in favor of eignt bours, while Grand 
Rapid was a unit. The question 
of increased pay was discussed at length, but 
while it was the sense of the meeting that the 
members were in favor of better wages for 
labor, this could only be accomplished by ob- 
taining increased prices for products. A reso- 
lution was passed recognizing the right of or- 
ganization of any and ali clagses for mutual 
protection against oppression and unjust de- 
mands and advising the formation of a National 
organizanon of furniture manufacturers for 
mutual benefit and codperation. It was also 
resolved that arbitration was the only safe and 
sure method for adjusting differences be- 
twixt ewployers and employés, and that it 
should in all cases be carried on directly be- 
tween the parties interested. 
Next Sunday's Demonstration. 

The eight-hour demonstration under the 
auspices of the Central Labor Union, whict is 
to take place on the Lake Front Sunday morn- 
ing next, will be preceded by a procession

Black Still Making Himself Heard. 


A long letter that Commissioner Black sent 
to the Bioomington G. A. R. Post in regard 
to bis attitude toward pensioners, is printed. 
Black says that the pension of $24 was granted 
inthe Fifer caso at the request of Senator 
Cullom after Dr. Hood, the Medical Examiner, 
had declared Fifer to be entitled to $12. He 
supposes that Senator Cullom will be ap- 
plauded for getting the large pension.

Compensation for the Rock Springs Affair. 

Senator Morgan, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, today reported to the Sen- 
ate a bill to indemnify the Chinese for the 
losses and damages inflicted upon them by 
rioters at Rock Springs, Wy., in September 
last. It authorizes the President to designate 
not to exceed three officers of the United 
States to investigate and take the testimony of 
witnesses as to the nature and extent of dam- 
age done to the persons and property of Chi- 


nese and in connection therewith 
they may consider  . the testimony 
already taken and reports made, 


subject to the cross-examination of witnesses 
if deemed necessary, and such other proofs as 
may be submitted by the Government of 
China. They are required to report the esti- 
mate of the damages sustained by each per- 
son and submit the testimony to the Secretary 
of State within six months, which time may 
be extended six months by the order of the 
President, and the same shall be examined b) 
the Secretary of State, and thereupon the 
President shall award to each person injured 
the sum that he shail consider to be just in 
view of the evidence presented to him. The 
aggregate so awarded by the President, not ex- 
ceeding $150,000, shall be paid by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to the Chinese Minister at 
Washington in full satisfaction and discharge 
of the injuries to persons and property in- 
flicted upon subjects of the Chinese Empire. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
today reconsidered the vote by which a favor 
abie report was ordered on the Morrow Chinese 
bill. Morrow and other members of the Cali- 
tornia delegation are opposed to the amend- 
ments made to the bill in committee, and 
espucialiy to one which says masters of vessels 
shall not be liable to penalty in bringing any 
person into the United States who is eutitied 
to come to this country under existing treaty 
stipulations. They say that the bili is really 
an abrogation of the Burlingame treaty, and 
that if this amendment were adovted it would 
defeat the entire purpose of the bill. They 
also said they would oppose the bill in the 
House if reported in its present shape. The 
bili will be further considered in committee 
next Tuesday. 

The River and Harbor Bill. 

The House went into Comwmittee of the 
Whole on the River and Harbor Appropriauon 
bill, the disputed Monongahela River clause 
being still under discussion. An amendment 
was adopted providing the machinery for the 
condemnation proceedings, and a proviso was 
agreed to that no title to the condemned prop- 
erty shall vest in the United States nor shail 
the United States be bound to pay the vaiue 
fixed until the report ot the condemnation 
proceedings has been made to and approved 
by Congress. An amendment was also 
adopted (95 to 21) providing that the 
money hereby appropriated shall not be 
expended on the river until the navigation 
sball be made free to the use of ail people. 

Mr. Hewitt moved to strike out the whole of 
the clause under consideration except the ap- 
propriation ana the restriction upon its use. 
Agreed to—97 to 69. Then amendment after 
amendment was offered and provisos wore 
adopted only to be stricken out in a few mo- 


ments, until members were unable to de- 
termine what each amendment did or 
did not mean. As finaliy agreed 
10 the clause appropriates $121,200 


for the improvement of the Monongahela 
River, provided that no charges or toils shall 
be collected on any other part of the river or 
on any commerce ou said river which orig- 
inates above the works herein appropriated 
for. Mr. La Follette of Wisconsin criticised 
the plan upon which the bill was drawn, view- 
ing it as a bad economic policy to refuse an 
appropriation sufficient to complete works al- 
réady approaching completion and at the same 
time to provide for the inauguration of new 
works, Such a pulicy bad for its object the 
securing of votes for the bill and its effect was 
‘to demoralize the people and dull and blunt 
the moral sense of Congress, After concluding 
the consideration of twenty-eight of the sixty- 
three pages of the bill the committee rose.

Some Specimen of the Jobs of the Present 
River and Harbor Bill. 
WasHinaTon, D. C., April 20.— The River 
and Harbor bill was before the House today 
and will probably pass in some shape tomor- 
row. In the shape in which this bill is annually 


brought before the House it isa very tedious 
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very great expense not dawn in the bill. These 
are two items which are only samples of others 
like them: 

For improving the Yellowstone River, Montana 
Territory, a continuing improvement, $25,000. 

The engineers’ report on this improvement 
says it an be completed for $125,000, which, 
therefore, is the sum eventually to be expended 
on it. The engineers’ report adds: Its com- 
merce at present ia insignificant.’’ 

To improve the Gasconade River, Mo., $7,500 
is asked. The engineers’ estimate of tne total 
cost of this improvement is $50,000. Thirty 
thousand dollars has already been spent on 
it; $20,000 is to be spent. The engineers’ re- 
port says of its commercial importance: 

There are four steamboats engaged in navigating 
this stream, having a tonnage of from sixty-five to 
100 tons and drawing from twelve to sixteen inches 
of water. 

Congress ＋ to remember, what the Pres- 
ideut ia not likely to forget when the bill comes 
before him, that the Supreme Court has given 
a prévise definition of what constitutes a 
“navigable water of the United States and is 
thus subject to improvement by Congress. 
The Supreme Court declares that: 

1. A river is a navigable water of the United 
States when it forms by itself or by ite connection 
with other waters a continuous highway over 
which commerce is or may be carried on with 
otner States or foreign countries in the customary 


modes in which such commerce is conducted by 
water. 


2. It a river is not of itself a highway for com- 
merce with other States or foreign countries, or 
does not form such highway by its connection with 
other waters and is only navigable between differ- 
ent places within the State, then it is not a navi- 
gable water of the United States, but only a navi- 
gable water of the State. 

Many streams figure in this bill wbich have 
no commerce. The Calcosshatchie, for in- 
stance, gets an appropriation, though the en- 
gineers’ report declares that the principal 
advantage expected from this improvemeut 
would arise from the partial drainage and re- 
Clamation of adjoining marshes.” 

Secretary of War recommended an ap- 
priation of $10,176,000, and the committee in- 
creased the sum to $15,125,000. It will be 
fortunate for the country if this amount is 
not increased several millions more before the 
bill reaches the President. There is vo hope 
of any reduction by the House. 

‘The great trouble with this bill. is that it is 
sectional, when it ought to be National. It is 
made up on a plan of dividifig the pubiic 
money among the different States without any 
particular regard to the merits of the water- 
ways to be improved. This is one reason why 
Kentucky gets $1,170,000 and Missouri $1,065,- 
000. Mr. Henderson of Illinois irisists that the 
people of New York should help to build the 
Hennepin Canal in that State, and helpto dig 
out all the littie streams in the country. A 
bill made on such principles ought to fail.

Uy's business affairs during their absence, said 
he had heard nothing of the engagement, 
thougt he bad a letter from Ben Folsom this 
week. He thinks they expect to return to 
America in May. 

The Troy lady who first gave puplicity to the 
story last Saturday was Mrs. Wellington, 
wife of Assistant United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney Wellington. She is a 
cousin of Gen. G. Barrett Rich,‘ and was 
formerly Miss Townsend. When asked about 
the matter today Gen. Rich sad: Whether 
Mrs. Wellington has receivéd aay such letter I 
cannot say, but I will state to you that the re- 
port of Mr. Cleveland's impending marriage is 
true. A lady friend of my wife, I prefer not 
to mention her name, but she is a close friend 
of Miss Folsom and is in almost constant cor- 
respondence with her, has received a letter 
from Miss Folsom in which she states that she 
is to be married to Mr. Cleveland quietly at 
the White House in June.“ 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 4.—The announce- 
ment of President Cleveland’s engagement to 
Miss Frankie Folsom of Buffalo created the 
greatest twitter bere, where he has always 
been looked upon as a confirmed celibate. 

Mrs. Folsom, who bad been a Harmor, ſaher- 
ited a fortune from der parents. Oscar Fol- 
som’s death, however, plunged the family into 
adversity. It was found that, large as had 
been his income, his open-bearted generosity 
bad dissipated his fortune entirely and left bis 
wife and child penniless. t the same time 
the speculations ot one of Mrs. Folsom's 
brothers stripped her of her inheritance. Mrs. 
Folsom retired to her father-in-law and resided 
there while her daughter was receiving her 
education at Aurora. on Cayuga Lake. Miss 
Folsom is now about 23, tall in person, queenly 
in bearing, graceful in acuon, generous in dis- 
position, witty and vivacious, well read and 
accomplished, and perfectiy competent, despite 
ber youth, to fulfil the responsibilities and 
duties that are exacted from ihe wife of the 
President of the United States. 

The fact that she is the President’ ward, 
coupied with his prudish ideas of propriety, 
have led many who know them both to doubt 
the truthfulness of the rumorof the engage- 
ment. An estimable citizen of Buffalo, whose 
name is known from one end of the State to 
the other, in speaking tonight of thef[news, 
said: Mies Folsom is as charming a woman 
as her father was a noble man, but I can hard- 
ly bring my mind to believe that an engage- 
ment exists between her and the President. 
If he were not her guardian there might be 
some plausibility for it, and if be were not a 
stickier upon questions of propriety I might 
think there was somethinginit. The story 
bas been started before, but never with so 
much directness nor from such trustworthy 
sources as itis now. If I could see the letter 
which Mrs. Folsom has written or if Mr. Henry 
W. Box were to tell me he had received the 
letter containing this intelligence, I would 
have nothing to say, but I can bardly think the 
President at bis age would marry a young girl

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BLOODY SCENES AT A MEXICAN MIN- 
ING CAMP. 


A Horde of Marauders Make a Desperate 
Effort to Capture a Field of Treasure 
In the Conflict Which Ensues Five of 
the Outlaws Are Killed and Many 
Wounded—The Miners Victorious, Al- 
though Several of Them Receive Bul- 
lets. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 21.—|Special.}— 
-W. T. Toals, an American mining engineer, 
who is direct from the famous Dolores silver- 
mines in Nuevo Leon, Mexico, arrived in 
this city, and gives a graphic and start- 
ling description of a desperate engagement 
that took place at the mines between a 
band of Mexican mountain bandits and the 
miners. These mines, which are located in the 
mountains about 150 miles northwest of Nuevo 
Laredo, are the most profitable mines in North- 


ern Mexico. Some 200 miners, princi- 
pally Mexicans, are employed in the 
mines under the superintendency of 
R. J. Bogusch. The richness of 


these mines has frequently excited the cupid- 
ity of the Mexican bandits, and have been the 
scene of many bloody conflicts. To more suc- 
cesstully resist these attacks a strong, stone 
wall has been thrown around the mining camp, 
and all approaches thereto are closely guarded. 

Last Sunday night about 150 Mexican bandits 
who had been lying in wait on the road down 
the mountain-side, tethering their horses in a 
cafion near by, stealtbily approached the miu- 
ing Camp, expecting to take it by surprise. 
Just as they were scaling the 
stone wall the moon shone brightly 
forth from a rift in the clouds, and the sentry 
on duty saw them and fired. This instantly 
aroused the camp, and the miners rushed 
forth under the leadership of Superintendent 
Bogrush to repel the attack. A sbarp and 
rattling fight was vigorously maintained for 
over an hour, the bandits bravely holding their 
own. 

In che meantime a messenger was hurriedly 
dispatched to Cinchon Garcia, the Alcalde of 
the Town of Vallecillo, two leagues distant, 
who quickly raliied a force of fifty men 
and rapidly repaired to the relief of 
the beleaguered miners. Coming up in 
the rear of the bandits Cinchon Garcia, 
with bis force, began a vigorous assault. The 
bandits, finding themselves between two fires, 
precipitousiy fied, leaving five of their number 
dead on the fleid and eleven seriously wounded. 
About half of the wounded win die. Quite a 
number of miners were wounded—several dan- 
gerously—but none killed. The bandits were 
hotly pursued by the combined force of miners 
and citizens, and a running fight was kept up 
for some distance, but che familiarity of the 
bandits with the mountain passes enabled them 
to dae their pursuers, and they escaped to 
their mountain fastness. 


THE SILVER QUESTION. 


The Views of an English Economist Upon 
Its Growing Importance. 

The following letter from Moreton Frewen, 
guthor of the recent potable article in the 
Nineteenth Century on Gold Scarcity” to 
Jobo A. Grier of Philadelphia, whose pamphlet 
on Our Silver Coinage bas attracted much 
attention, is furnished for publication: 

LONDON, March 29.—John A. Grier—DEAR SIR: 
The silver question appears to be coming to the 
front here very rapidly. Currency considerations 
are questions of international importance, and it is 
impossible that the present. excitement at Wash- 
ington could fail to be reflected here, in India, in 
Paris, and Berlin. 

It is generally admitted that because he would 
not make the concession of bimetailism to the Con- 
servatives and Clericals, therefore Prince Bismarck 
has suffered the late extraordinary defeat 
by the refusal of the Reichstag to vote 
him the spirit monopoly. Here Mr. Goschen would 
have obtained a select commission from Parlia- 
ment to inguire into the relations of silver and 
gold, only that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated that the Roya) Commission, now sitting 
under the Presidency of Lord Iiddesleigh, was 
giving this question the preéminence, and that, 
therefore, it would not be courteous to take the 
question out of their hands. ' 

Now, Sir Auckland Colvin has introduced his 
budget at Calcutta, and he says in biank despair 
that, until this silver question is settled by inter- 
nationonal concert, all finance in India must be the 
vaguest poseibie speculation, depending upon the 
will and pieasure of foreign executives; that 
adverse silver legisiation at Washington might 
cause the entire collapse of Indian finance. 

We are not fond of this silver ‘“*bogey’’ by any 
means; we would gladly let it alone if we dared; 
but convulsions such as these ali the world over 
are bringing us to our senses, and it is an open 
secret that the Royal Commission means to recom- 
mend that an international monetary conference 
shall be called in London during the coming sum- 
mer. 

All great questions such as this find a nucleus in 
Lancashire. Lancashire is fairly up in arms. The 
Manchester papers, especially the Guardian, are 
devoting columns each day to a discussion of in- 
ternational bimetollism. 

What is of the first importance is that you in the 
States should recognize that the price of wheat and 
raw cotton here depends upon the exchange value 
of silver. India owes us an enormous debt—say 
$100,000,000 per annum. The lower the price to 
which silver falls the greater the amount of this 
debt. India is paying this debtin wheat and cot- 
ton because these staples have lost their exchange 
value to a less extent than has silver. Thus, 
actually, the price which the wheat-farmer in Da- 
kota or the cotton-grower in Louisiana receives 
for his cotton or wheat depends upon the price of 
silver, which in turn depends onthe employment 
you at Washington can secure for silver for coin- 
age purposes.

April 5, 1886. 

The exposure of the Democratic fraud in the 
precinct, by preparing nearly 400 bogus names 
upon which to base a forgery, to ve counted 
by the Democratic Clerk, is thus complete and 
conclusive.

THE SALEM, ILL., SCHOOLBOYS BRING 
THE AUTHORITIES TO TIME. 


As the Result of Their United Stand the 
School Board Consents to the Dismissal 
of the Youngsters One Hour Earlier—A 
Movement That Seems to Be Spreading, 
but Which Strikes No Terror to the 
Heart of Chicago Educational Dignita- 
ries—A Striker's Talk. 


An exciting dispatch from Salem, III., which 
was crowded into the end of acolumn on the 
first page of yesterday's TRIBUNE may bave 
escaped the general attention which its con- 
tents merited, It announced the end of the 
schoolboy strike at Salém, the startling result 
being that the stsikers were the victors. The 
school board gave up the fight, and, as the dis- 
patch says, the pupils are now dismissed one 
hour earlier.” Similar strikes have already 
taken place in Baltimore and Brooklyn, 
as well as in St. Louis, Mo., and 
Vandalia, III., and other Western villages. 
But the Salem (Illinois, not Massachusetts) 
schoolboys are the first to have victory 
perch upon their banners, a result which should 
be a serious warning to tyrannical teachers 
and school officials and to mothers who wield 
tae handy slipper. 

In view of the feverish condition of the 
schoolboy question all over the country the 
public may be surprised to learn that the 
Board of Education has taken no steps what- 
ever to meet or avert the threatened danger. 
The board is a close monopoly which does much 
as it pleases; in many cases it rides roughshod 
over the desires of the schoolboys, and the 
latter have a good deal to complain of. For 
example, the pupils are allowed no voice in the 
cboice of readers and other text-books. Brick- 
layers use what trowels they please: carpen- 
ters select their own planes and things; but 
schoolboys have just to take whatever impie- 
ments a full-grown bDoard—which never was a 
boy and doesn’t know what boys want—may 
happen to select.

and Roman Catholic Churches. The mém- 


bers of the Board of Education, whether 
Presbyterians, Methodists, Baptists, Roman 
Catholics, Jews, Freethinkers, or Episcc- 
palians, will pursue their usual vocations to- 
day in store, shop, factory, or office, as the 


| case may be. They will not recognize the 


day as a holiday or a fast day. Why, then, 
should they vote to close the public schools 
such a day? There is universal complaint 
that the time given to schooling each year is 
too limited. The schools are open but forty 
out of the fifty-two weeks of the year and 
for about five hours per day for five days in 
each of the forty weeks. The usual legal 
holidays are to be subtracted from this, and 
so must this new school-inspector created 
holiday. Whether the action of the Board 
of Education is due to political demagogy or 
ignorance is not clear. If the school in- 
spectors will but act on the interpretation 
given by the orthodox churches to the proper 
duties for the day and do public penance for 
their many public sins their action will be 
in some degree intelligible. 


Jay GOULD appeared yesterday before the 
special Congressional committee to inquire 
into the Southwestern railroad strikes.

**Thnat is the response the Knights of Labor 
made to the continumg bond of fellowship we 
bad held out,“ he said. 

But the circulars complained of were is- 
sued after he had gone back on his agree- 
ment with Powderly to arbitrate. Gould de- 
nies that he “‘ officially ” agreed to arbitrate, 
but gives this as his reason for fooling Pow- 
derly: 

„My motive was to brace him up,” said the 
witness, decause the sentiments which he 
(Powderly) expressed in his circular were 80 
different from the acts of the association that 
I thought ne needed bracing up.“ 


After he had “‘ braced him up” sufficiently 
to send a dispatch to the strikers at St. Louis 
ordering them to go back to work Gould 
knocked the traces from under hith and. let 
him down. Acting on what he understood 
Gould had consented to, Powderly sent the 
following through the Secretary of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Knights:

[with Jay Gould], with the result that Vice-

JAY GOULD AS A LAW-AND-ORDER 
MAN. 

In his testimony before the House commit- 
tee Mr. McDowell of the Knights of Labor 
Executive Board said that one cause of the 
Southwestern strike was the universal sys- 
tem of watering railroad stocks, which made 
it necessary for railroad managers to screw 
down the wages of labor as much as possi- 
ble.” Of course Mr. McDowell did not in- 
tend to say that the Southwestern revolt 
arose out of any particular act of stock-water- 
ing, or that it was designed to undo any 
wrongful act of that character. In fact, the 
strikers made no demand for a general in- 


their alleged grievances did not concern the 
question of wages at all. Mr. McDowell 
obviously intended to be understood as say- 
ing that stock-watering is the occasion of 
general discontent among workmen rather 
than that it was the immediate reason for the 
Southwestern outbreak, and this view is con- 
firmed by his subsequent declaration that the 
effort to pay dividends on fictitious stock had 
produced great irritation all over the coun- 
try.“ Mr. MeDowell's statement is unques- 
tionably correct, and it puts the responsibility 
for much of the prevalent discontent just 
where it belongs. 

In the early period of railroad building in 
this country the stocks and bonds issued rep- 
resented fairly the cost of construction, and 
it was believed that when the business be- 
came settled the charges levied on the public 
would cover only a fair return on the capi- 
tal invested, All such expectations passed 
away with the rise of the Jay Gould sehool 
of railroad wreckers and stock gamblers. 
While the law required railroad stocks to 
represent the cost dollar for dollar, it was 
evaded by the creation of construction com- 
panies and Crédit Mobilier organizations as 
wheels within wheels, and in this manner 
the statutes were nullified and the roads 
bonded and stocked for two, three, or four 
times their value.

It would be hard to find any parallel 
to this stupendous outrage, perpetrated by 
cunning manipulators who studied the letter 
of the law to evade its spirit and who suc- 
ceeded in fixing an enormous amount of 
watered stocks as a permanent tax on the in- 
dustries of the country. It is drawing it

| accumulated by the systematic ius und m- 


trious practice of every wile known to a man 
who studied the law that he might avoid its 
requirements and evade its penalties. He 
has employed the finest legal talent in the 
United States to seek for loopholes in the 
law and advise him how far he might go 
without becoming liable to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. Acting in this manner, he 
has watered both bonds and stocks and shift- 
ed illegitimate burdens on the people; he 
has wrecked roads and compelled honest 
stockholders to sell out on terms little 
better than robbery; and by false rep 
resentations and tricky management has 
induced investors to buy his diluted 
stocks at vastly more than their 
value. But all the wrong he has done indi- 
viduals is insignificant compared with his 
stock-watering jobs, which have laid lasting 
and illegitimate burdens on the business of 
the country. It is an astounding paradox 
that after such a career Jay Gould, who cun- 
ningly kept within the letter of the law while 
violating all its equity and spirit, should be 
able to appear as the representative of legal 
right and call upon all men opposed to law- 
lesness and disorder to rally about him. He 
has done more than any man in America to 
stimulate sharp practices and foster a con- 
tempt for the law to the protection of which 
he now appeals. His name is odious, not only 
among his employés, but among merchants, 
farmers, manufacturers, shippers, and in 
fact all classes. The mere fact that he repre- 
sents one side ina great labor dispute and 
presents himself as a man with the law all 
on his side encourages contempt for legal au- 
thority and makes it more difficult to settle 
strikes in any quarter. If Jay Gould would 
gather up his stocks and bonds, get aboard 
his yacht, take on a sixty-days’ supply of 
coal, and start with the intention of going as 
far as he could and never returning, the coun- 
try would rejoice.

DEMOCRATIC INVESTIGATIONS. 

When the Democratic party took charge of 
public affairs there was a universal demand 
on all sides of the camp that the rascalg2’ 
should be turned out, and that investigations 
should commence at once in order to show 
the extent of Republican peculation and 
plundering and the enormous offenses com- 
mitted by the officeholders whose places had 
been taken by the reformers. It was to be a 
sort of gala time for the Democrats. The 
books. were to be opened, everything was to 
be made public, and the Republican

A year has passed and every investigation 
thus far ordered by Congress, with a single 
exception, has been of Democrats.

but he has been accused by his own party of 
being a double-eared ass,” as Beecher 
would say, for having brought them. The 
investigation has covered every one concerned 
in it with ridicule. All the other investiga- 
tions have been of Democrats. A correspond- 
ent of the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette 
names over some of them. The very first in- 
vestigation unearthed a National scandal in

The next investiga- 
tion will be a Democratic one also, and will 
inquire into the lubricating methods by which 
a Democratic Senator from Ohio got his 
seat. The same correspondent, in closing his 
letter, says: 

We call to mind 
that clear. brilliant day a year ago the 4th of 
March, when the new President made his great 
promises, when a hundred thousand people 
shouted, when Fitzhugh Lee proudly rode at 
the head of the men in gray and was more 
loudly greeted than the President, when Ald. 
Jaehne and his brother Aldermen marched past 
and saiuted the President, and all the air was 
full of an eager expectancy of reform, of a 
view of the boo ts. of aturning of the rascais 
out. 

What has become of those buds that prom- 
ised such lusty blossoms? Sad memories of 
the time when the New York Aldermen joined 
the boodle ring of Cincinnati in congratula- 
tions; when Jaehne did the procession, and 
Lew Bernard, and Tom Coogan, and Jerry Mul- 
roy et al, were serenading John McLean, who 
was pointing at the Wbite House and saying, 
in a voice husky with enthusiasm, ** We have 
a friend over where,“ and all the air was piping 
with promises of reform. That was a trifie 
over a year ago. 


In this one short year the New York Alder- 
manic reformers have succeeded in getting into 
the clutches of the law and the Cincinnati re- 
formers have been hurled out of office by an 
indignant people, If they had their deserts 
some of them would be in the penitentiary. 
In this one short year scandal has smirched 
Democrats in the House, the Senate, and the 
Cabinet. It such things can happen in the 
first year what will be the history of the next 
three? If Cleveland is weary now what 
will be his condition at the end of his term ? 
It is a hard outlook for the great reformer, 
this of nobody but Democrats investigated, 
plenty of Republicans turned out for politics, 
but not one for cause.

It is folly for the Democrats to think ‘they 


this session than ever, and a large share ot 


the surplus in the Treasury will be turned 
over to the tax-eaters. The present revenues 
will not supply the amounts called for by the 
educational bills, pension grabs, and river 
and harbor schemes for plundering the Treas- 
ury. Fifteen committees are now armed 
with control over appropriations, and they 
are all preparing to get their grabs through 
during the closing days of the session. Such 
a thing as a reduction of taxes is distasteful 
to the Democratic party, but above all things 
else it abhors a surplus in the Treasury. 
The Democracy in Congress is now organized 
for a raid on the Treasury surplus, and it is 
absurd for the Morrison-Hewitt faction to 
talk about facilitating tariff reform by lopping 
off useless expenses. 

Morrison’s present bill is opposed by the 
Randall wing of the party, assisted by the 
Ohio wool men, the Louisiana sugar-growers, 
lumber barons, the salt-producers, and others 
whose local interests are affected. The con- 
cessions Morrison offered the Randallites by 
not disturbing iron, steel, ores, and coal had 
no effect, and with the exception of Scott the 
Pennsylvania delegation is solidly opposed 
to the bill, not so much because it affects any 
of their interests as because they want to 
preserve their alliance with the factions 
demanding subsidies for sugar, salt, lum- 
ber, and wool. Split up as it is and without 
any fixed convictions on the tariff question, 
it is impossible for the Democratic party to 
agree on any measure for reducing customs 
taxation. With the exception of one ses- 
sion it has held control of the House 
(the body in which revenue bills must origi- 
nate) for twelve years, and during that time 
never passed a bill reducing tariff taxes, 
although annually pledging itself to do so, 
The only legislation of the kind adopt- 
ed was that which three years ago 
passed a Republican Congress. Three- 
fourths of the business-men of the coun- 
try are Republicans, and the Democratic 
party is morally and constitutionally unfit to 
deal with any such question as the tariff. Its 
members haven't the information, the expe- 
rience, or the party cohesion that will enable 
them to perform such a task in a rational 
manner. Tariff reform must be postponed 
until the Republicans have control of Con- 
gress again. The Democratic revenue 
reformers have played their last card and 
may as well confess their failure and abandon 
hope of being able to do anything, notwith- 
standing they have forty majority in the 
House. 


THE question whether the building trades 
of this city can bear an increase of 20 to 30 
per cent in the cost of production by reducing 
the hours of labor from ten to eight and 
maintaining the present wages is answered 
by the condition of the rent market. Weare 
within a few days of the ist of May, the date 
at which the renting season culminates, and 
there has yet been no such rush of house- 
hunters as is usually seen in April. Many 
of the agents say that it is the dullest April 
for years. It is asserted by them that there 
is an oversupply of residences and flats. Cer- 
tain it is that reductions of rents have been 
necessary in order to secure tenants for any 
but the most desirable. Stores have gone 
off well and at full rates, but in 
the large office buildings concessions are 
made except in the case of quarters 
most in demand, such as basements and first 
floors. In one of the new buildings of the 
Board of Trade district tenants have been 
given their offices free for weeks past on 
condition that they would pay from the Ist 
of May, and the tates charged them then are 
considerably below the range established 
when the structure was opened. It would 
appear, therefore, that there is no such de- 
mand for buildings of any class as to induce 
capitalists to enter on new construction if 
that construction is to cost much above pres- 
ent prices. If there were a general boom in 
business and the prices of all commodities 
were advancing there would be some chance 
for the laborers to put up the price of what 
they have to sell, but it is of little use for 
them to carry on their campaign when the 
prices of all those things the West produces 
are so low and the markets resist every ef- 
fort to move them up. Shrewd business- 
men do not run against the current in that 
way, but wait till the tide of events shows 
some signs of running in their tavor.

Jcpa@r GARNETT yesterday issued an in- 
junction against the switchmen who have re- 
signed their positions on the Lake Shore 
Road restraining them from intertering with 
the company’s business or congregating on 
its premises, as they are no longer in its em- 
ploy. The effect of the injunction is that 
any of the strikers who disobey its commands 
can be punished summarily for contempt of 
court. The same provisions of law apply, 
however, to all persons besides those named 
in the injunction, and the only difference is 
that those not enjoined must havea jury 
trial and be punished on conviction in the 
ordinary manner. All persons who conspire 
to prevent the operation of the road or to 
keep other men from seeking or accepting 
employment are of course liable to immediate 
arrest. In addition to the laws heretofore 
quoted by Ture TripuNE the Revised Stat- 
utes of IIlinois contain the following for the 
protection of railroads: 


Whoever shail maliciously make any attempt, 
although the same may not succeed, to place 
obstructions on any railroad track, to burn, 
blow up, or destroy any railroad bridge, or in 
any way prevent the free and safe passage of trains 
on any railroads shall be imprisoned in the pen- 
itentiary for not less than one nor more than 
ten years. 


Some of the strikers or their friends appear 
to think that these laws apply only to the 
persons named in the injunction, and that 
others are free to interfere with the opera- 
tion of the road as they see fit. Such is not 
the fact. The law applies to every man, 
whether named iran injunction or not. The 
enjoined strikers who resigned their situa- 
tions and who violate the law may be com- 
mitted at once for contempt without indict- 
ment or jury trial, but all other persons in- 
terfering with the running of trains can be 
arrested at once and punished hereafter in 
the manner provided by law. 


Ix another column will be found a letter 
from ex-Gov. Crawford of Kansas calling on 
the President to take steps to stop the frands 
perpetrated on the Government by the land- 
grant railroads, Mr. Crawford speaks not 
simply as acitizen; he is the agent of the 
State of Kansas, appointed for the express 
purpose of investigating some of these frauds, 
and hence has had occasion to study the mat- 
ter carefully. Mr. Crawford approves warm- 
ly the recent exposure made by Commission- 
er Sparks, in which the latter showed the 
manner in which some of the land-grant roads 
have seized millions of acres outside the lim- 
its of their grants and to which they have no 
title whatever.

Inn New York Times is making a strong 
fight against the bill which has been reported 
in the Legislature of that State fixing tele- 
phone rates at $7.50 per month. It claims 
that the rates should be reduced by lexisla- 
tion to a sum that will yield no more than a 
reasonable dividend upon the money actually 
invested in the business. It quotes figures 
to show that the Bell Company’s profits de- 
rived from the rent of telephones are more 
than $2,000,000 a year upon instruments 
whose cost was less than $600,000, and that 
last year it paid a dividend of more than 50 
per cent on the capital invested, while the Met- 
ropolitan Company of New York, whose bus- 
mess is owned and controlled by the Bell, 
not only pays $15 a year rent for each set of 
instruments, costing but $3.42, but also a 
large dividend upon a watered capital. It 
claims that the receipts for one year are suf- 
ficient to pay the cost of the entire plant and 
running expenses, with from $100,000 to 
$200,000 to spare. In Boston the value of 
the plant in 1883 was $129,000, and it is ad- 


— 


| mitted that the Boston business is now pay- 


ing a net profit of about $175,000 a year. 
„The size of this profit is concealed by the 
stock-watering trick, for when the New En- 
gland combination was formed the Boston 
Company with its plant was putin at $3,895,- 
800 and now represents so much of the New 
England’s watered capital of $12,000,000,” of 
which the Bell Company holds more than 
half. Upon such a showing as this its claim 
that the rate in New York should be not over 
$5 per month and not over $3 in the smaller 
cities of the State is certainly within bounds. 


Ix a paragraph printed in THe TrIBvne 
of yesterday there was an error as to the 
amount of plunder obtained by Jake Sharp 
and his confederates in their Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad bribery operations. They sold 
$2,500,000 of bonds, paid the Aldermen now 
under indictment $500,000 for the charter, 
and spent abont $200,000. to lay the tracks, 
put on cars, and to buy up omnibuses. The re- 
maining $1,800,000, profit on bonds, besides all 
they got for 9,520 shares of the capital stock 
when they sold out to the Philadelphia syn- 
dicate, amounting to a million or more, they 
pocketed. The boodle Aldermen have been 
run down. The stockholders have no sym- 
pathy, because the stock was illegally issued 
and was known to be such. The charter has 
been annulled by the Assembly. To make 
the job complete, the Sharp gang who bought 
the Aldermen ought to be clutched by the 
law and sent to the penitentiary.

WOMEN’S HOME MISSIONS. 


End ofthe Session at Indianapolis—Reports 
of the Secretaries Show a Growth in 
Presbyterian Missions. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 22.—)/Special.|— 
The last day's session of the Women's Board 
of Missions of the Presbyterian Church of the 
Northwest was opened by devouonal exercises 
conductea by Mrs. H. D. Penfield of Chicago. 
The morning was given up to reports of local 
secretaries. Mrs. Helm of Chicago made a 
report for Illinois. In that State there were 
483 churches and 48,000 members; and 350 aux- 
iliary societies formed in 270 churches, showing 
that there was no organized missionary effort 
in more than 100 of the churches, Twenty- 


eight new societies bad been formed during 
the year, while others had fallen asleep. 


The total collections for the year 
amounted to  $26,445—all of which 
was devoted to missionary work. 


Reports from various States were received, 
The Secretary for Iown, Mrs. Laflin, reported 
that several missionaries bad been sent among 
the Bac and Fox “Indians. From other 
States the reports of Secretaries show a growth 
in mission work most gratifying. In Montana 
several societies have been newly organized 
and mission work begun. Two years ago there 
was not a missionary organization iu the Ter- 
ritory. The last half hour of the morning ses- 
sion was devoted to consHering numerous 
questions about the workings of the board, to 
which answers were given by Mrs. G. H. Laflin 
of Chicago, who showed an intimate acquaint- 
ance with the details of the subject. Mrs. Van 
Cleve of Minneapolis, in answer to the ques- 
tion whether there was any availabie pian by 
which the home and foreign missionary work 
could be united and consolidated, replied very 
earnestly that such a condition could not be 
thought of: that it was impracticable and in- 
advisable. 

A question drawer was conducted by Mrs. G. 
H. Lain of Chicago, and proved very inter 
esting. The report of the Treasurer, Mrs. C. 
B. Farwell of Chicago, showed a balance on

Chicago Opera-House—“ Donna Diana.” 

“Donna Diana,” which was produced at the 
Chicago Opera-House Wednesday evening for 
the first time in this city, is avery dainty dra- 
matic trifle from the Spanish. It is a little rivulet 
of sparkling comedy reminding one in its sub- 
ject of that river of pleasantry and wit. Much 
Ado About Nothing.” The scene ig pitched 
among the Grandees of the most punctilious 
of nations, and it goes without saying that it 


and an elegance of surroundings such as were 
quite impossible to achieve by a traveling 
company of actors. Despite much uneven- 
ness in the minor parts, however, and an un- 
seemly interruption in the last act (Mme. 
Modjeska rightly refusing to play untu a 
chorus behind the scenes bad properly ar- 
ranged a song) the plece proved to 
be very amusing, and evidently caught 
the fancy of the audience. The story 
is a slender one. telling as it 
does the courtsbip of a proud, disdainful lady 
by alover who conquers her with her own 
weapons. The heroine. who is the daughter of 
a Prince and who is wooed by Princes, rails at 
love and scorns her suitors, only to give in at 
last when one noble admirer shows a pretended 
indifference colder and more haugnty than 
her own. That Mme. Modjeska depicted 
to perfection the struggle in a woman's 
soul between an artificial philosophy and her 
natural feeling may weil be believed. No other 
actress could have so well preserved through 
the scenes the dignity and the bearing of high 
birth, and it is doubtful if any other could 
have so delicately shaded all the varieties 
of pique, joyousnesa, and tender, wumaniy 
affection. Her unfailing art supported by 
her good taste assured the success of 
a piece which without her would certainly have 
fallen to the level of the commonplace. The 
support was for the most part an unneeded 
foil to her attractiveness. Mr. Owen Fawcett's 
humor served him as Perrin, and yet he alto- 
gether missed the proper hidalgo coloring of 
the part. The same may be said of 
all the others. Mr. Henderson is 
a handsome young actor, but he is still 
too self-conscious. He was wanting in dasb. 
Of Mr. Vanderfelt it is bard to speak. He 
comes so near to excellence in what he does 
that one is surprised that he does not reach the 
heart of a character and do it tull justice. He 
was graceful and personally pleasing as Don 
Ceesar, and yet he hardly penetrated between 
the surface of his lines. More polish and 
more intensity were necessary to render 
his personation of the Uastilian Prince 
altogether satisfactory. He has improved so 
much as an actor since he first appeared in 
Mme, Modjesaa's company that naturally much 
is expected of him. Miss Clara Lipman made 
a pretty Donna Laura, and the other young 
women—Miss Evelyn Shaw and Miss Kitty Wil- 
son—aiso lent charm to the scenes. Donne 
Diana’’ was, on the whole, an agreeable diver- 
tissement in Mme Modjeska’s varied repertory. 


Last Concert by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. 

The second concert Tuesday evening and 
the closing one last night showed the same 
discouraging lack of patronage as Monday 
night, although it is quite within bounds to 
say that no concerts have ever been given in 
this city better deserving of admiration. This 
recognition, indeed, they did not Jack. 
The meagre audiences included most 
of tbe , principal musicians of the 
city and many of the wmusic-lovers; 
among them all it is safe to say that notbing 
but praise and admiration was neard. De- 
tailed notice of the second concert having 
been crowded out yosterday by a press of 
more imperative matter, it may be as well to 
say in a word that the playme wes even bet- 
ter than the previous night. The accompan!- 
ments to the Schumann concerto were played 
with wonderful Intelligence and true artistic 
interpretation. Lisat’s Preludes also re- 
ceived a magnificent interpretation. The 
piano-piaying itself of Mrs. Ciark-Steiniger 
was well schooled, but ineffective. She was 
hampered by ber notes, and it is doubtful 
whether the work would have been within her 
power evenif it had been more thoroughly 
studied. 

Wednesday night the program consisted ot 
the overture to “Oberon,” Bruch's first concerto 
for violin (played by Mr. Loeffler), three move- 
ments by Reinnold for string orchestra, and 
Beethoven's seventh symphony. All of these 
things were so well done that the connoisseurs 
in the audience were divided into two classes, 
about equal in point of numbers. Tuose of 
one clase doubted whether and wherein 
they had ever heard the works done 
the other boldly gave it up and 
declared that they never bad heard them done 
s0 well, The playing of Mr. Gericke's orches- 
tra is characterized by the utmost precision, 
great delicacy, an intensely vivid forte (as, for 
instance, in the first loud chord in the Ober- 
on overture), and extremely wide gradations 
of dynamic. Mr. Gericke’s readings are manly 
and intense without passing the limits of tonal 
beauty and artistic reserve, although it is quite 
certain that at times he crowds these limits 


closely. The accompaniments to Bruch’s 
beautiful violin concerto were exquisitly 
done. The solo part, also, was a 


grateful piece of pure legato playing. The 
symphony was read more strongly than Mr, 
Thomas gives it, but the wood-wind was not 
upto the Thomas standard. But so mueh 
praise, at least, is due Mr. Gericke—namely: 
that of one of the best-known of the classical 
masterworks he bas given readings which are 
fresh and impartto it a new character yet 
do not offend remembrance of the beauty al- 
ready remembered to reside therein. The 
larger aspects of these remarkable concerts 
will be considered at another time.

Death of Father Ryan, the Poet Priest 
of the South "—Sketch of His Life. 
Lovuisvitie, Ky., April 22.— [Special. |—A 
seusation was caused today by the discovery 
that Father Abram J. Ryan, Poet Priest of 
the South,” was lying critically ill at the 
Church of St. Bonifacius, in this city, in the 
care of the church fathers. Father Ryan came 
here about @ month ago with Father Mc- 
Calllon to seek retirement and complete his 
“Life of Christ,.“ which he was writing. 
A week ago he was seized with a tever and 
gradualiy grew worse, showing symptoms of 
brain-fever. Father Ryan was jn a state of al- 
most incessant menial activity, and talked wild- 
ly of nis new book. At intervals he preached 
to an imaginary audience, and again told over 
his adventures dur the War and stories ot 
the Lost Cause. Dr. Bindewald, who was in at- 
tendance, said the illness was organic disease 
of the heart, accompanied by lack of a suf- 
ficient suppiy of blood. The father died to- 
night. 
[Father Ryan was born in Virginia in 1840 and 
was educated as a priest. The War breaking out 
just as he was of age, he joined the army as a 
chaplain. At the close of the War he was located 
for a time at Nashville. and later at Clarksville, 
and for a number of years was at Biloxi, Miss, the 
retreat of Jefferson Davis, and there became more 
closely the friend of the ex-President of the Con- 
federacy. A brilliant lecturer, Father Ryan is 
best known as a contributor to Donahoe’s ne 
and other Irish and Catholic perivdicals, and as the 
author of a volume of poetry. He was a great ad- 
mirer of Robert Kk. Lee, and one of his poems is to 
The Sword of the Hero General“.

A Defalcation in the Crown Lands Depart- 
ment Creates Considerable Excitement.

Department at Quebec. It appears that the 
money was embezzled by Mr. Gale, who had 
charge of the department for thirty years, and 
who died lately in Philadeipbia, where he ab- 
sconded to when his defalcations were found 
out.

Controlling the Soft-Coal Output and Trade. 

A movement toward consolidating the West- 
ern soft-coal interests into qa combination sim 
lar to the committee of twenty controlling the 
entire anthracite output was inaugurated at 
the meeting of owners and shippers of soft 
coal at the Grand Pacific, at which A. L. Sweet 
of Chicago presided. Representatives of all the 
leading mines were present and a general dis- 
cussion was bad, in which it was decided to go 
forward in the movement. A committee, con- 
sisting of H. L. Doty. Ohio; W. P. Rend, Penn- 
syivania; R. 8. Tennant, Indiana; Miner T. 
Ames and S. W. Gilman, Illinois: together 
witb the Secretary, H. A. Brischoff of Chicago, 
was appointed to confer with the officials of 
the railroads over which coal is shipped. The 
general demoralization of the soft-coal trade 
was given as the cause for the movewent to form 
the combination, whose principal objects will 
be to control the price of coal according to an 
established schedule of grades and to limit 
production. In the carefully-prepared plan of 
its originators the combination wiil be enabled 
to do so by an understanding witb the railroai 


companies, by which miners not members and 


members not upholding agreements will be 
charged a sufficiently high rate to drive them 
from the market. A like movement bas been 
completely successful in the Hocking Valley, 
and the syndicate bas gained absolute controi of 
the output. Of course the State Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners will stand in the 
way of the combination in this State by their 
power to fix charges of unjust discrimination 
upon railroad companies entering into its 
agreements, but there are many means of 
avoiding that statute, and outside of the State 

Commissioners are powerless to protect 
local dealers. The combination was named the 
Western Soft-Coal Association, end will meet 
again when the Railroad Committee is ready to 
report, 


THE LAST RITES, 


Funeral of the Late Julian Sidney Rumsey. 
The remains of the late Julian 8. Rumsey 
were interred yesterday afternoon in Grace- 
land Cemetery. The funeral services were 
held at St. James’ Episcopal Church, with 
which the deceased had been connected as a 
prominent and active member since its organ- 
ization neariy forty years ago. The obsequies 
were attended by a representative delegation 
of city officers, the directors of the Board of 
Trade, the Historical Society in a body, and 
platoons from the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments, as weill as by a host of prominent citi- 
zens and sympathizing friends of the family. 
The services began about 3 o’cloek. The re- 
movalof the remains from the Rumsey resi- 
dence, No. 313 Huron street, to the church was 


signalled by the tolling of the bell, this being 
followed by a requiem on the organ. The body 
was inclosed in a plain black cloth-covered 
casket, with oxydized mountings, bearing the 
simple inscription: 

JULIAN 8. RUMSEY, : 

Died Aprii 20,1886. : 

Aged 63 years. 

The pali-bearers were C. HR. Larrabee, Henry 
W. King, E. B. McCagg, John W. Rumsey, 
George Sturgis, E. T. Watkins, George M. How, 
and George L. Duniap. A. H. Burley acted as 
director of the general arrangements. The 
casket was deposited immediately in front of 
the chancel, with a wreath of white 
roses, Violets, and immortelles resting on the 
lid, the face of the deceased not bemg exposed 
to the view of the congregation. No other 
floral offerings or decorations, except those 
customarily seen at the regular services, were 
in view, the family of the deceased having no- 
tified triends to refrain from sending flowers. 

The front twelve pews on the south side of 
the church were reserved for the numerous 
relatives and intimate friends of the family, 
The mourning reiatives included many from 
the East as well asa large host from various 
sections of the city. The first ten pews on the 
north side of the church were occupied by 
past and present city and other officials, who at- 
tended in a more or less representative and 
formal capacity. Behind these were four pews 
reserved for the directors and members of the 
Board of Trade. Then came the members of 
the Historical Society, filling several pews, and 
behind these were twenty-four uniformed 
members of the police force in charge of 
Lieut. Schumacher and Sergts. Gibbon and Mer- 
cer, and twenty-four uniformed firemen in 
charge of Assistant Fire Marshal John Green. 
The remainder of the church was well filied 
with the church-members and general public. 

The services consisted solely of the order 
for the burial of the dead as prescribed by 
the Episcopal Churen. The. music was ren- 
dered by the regular surpliced ohoir of 
the church. Lead. Kindly Light,“ was the 
bymno chosen for the occasion, the 
chants and psaims being according to 
the liturgy. The Rev. W. H. Vibbert, 8. T. D., 
rector of the church, assisted by the Rev. Ed- 
ward Larrabee, officiated at the services. 

The order of procession to the cemetery was 
as follows: Platoon of police, followed by 
platoon of firemen; next the officiais of St. 
James’ Church with the surpliced choir; next 
the body of the deceased, foliowed by the 
members of the family of the deceased and other 
mourners; next the city officiais and ex-off- 
cialis, followed by the Board of Trade repre- 
sentatives, the Historica! Society, and a large 
procession of friends and citizens. At the 
corner of Delaware place and Dearborn av- 
enue the police and firemen opened ranks and 
faced towards the procession, balting in this 
position until the whole funeral cortége had 
passed througb. 

The following ex-Mayors of the city attended 
the ceremonies: John Wentworh, I. L. Milli- 
ken, Joseph Medill, K. B. Mason, and A. 8.

REDISTRICTING THE CITx. 


It Might Easily Be Done and Give n Fairer 
Representation in the Council—A Plan. 
The Council Committee on Elections has not 

had a meeting since Monday to Consider the 

question ot redistricting the city. The project, 
however, is much discussed, and it grows in 
favor with the Aldermen, except with those 
who represent small wards. A Democratic 

Alderman whose name may be guessed pro- 

nounced in favor of it yesterday. One of his 

reasons therefor he stated with considerable 
emphasis: Why it is a shame,“ he said. that 

I, representing a big ward of 55,000 people, can 

have only two scavenger wagons, while Whelan 

witb hig little pocket borough of 14,000, can 
get the same number. This won't do. Iam 
in favor of redistricting.”” Mayor Harrison 
seems disposed to throw cold water on 
the project. He says it can’t be done 
and he scared some of the newly-elected Alder- 
men for a time by saying that shouid the city 
be redistricted it would necessitate an election 
of all the thirty-six Aldermen next spring. 


This is not the case, The eighteen Aldermen 
elected in the early part of this mouth will 
hold for two years, even though the redistrict- 
ing scheme be adopted and though they may 
live outside the boundaries of the ward to 
which the number of their present constitu- 
ency may correspond. Thus, for instance, 
though the new Second Ward may lie south of 
Twelfth street, Ald. Muelier would represent 
that ward in the Council) after next April, 
though be should continue to reside as at pres- 
ent north of Twelfth. Ald. Campbell. AA. 
Simons, and other Councilmen pronounced 
the Mayor's objection on this score untenable. 
If the law bad intended to deprive an Alder- 
man of his seat after a reapportionment of the 
ward, it would have made provision therefor. 
In the absence of any statute deciaring the 
seat forfeited, he of right bolds to the end of 
his term, and he can only lose his seat by his 
own action in removing from the ward for 
which he was elected, No member's seat can 

disturbed for the period of his term by a 
reapportionment of the city as the law directs. 
By the charter amendment of 1869 the city was 
cut upinto a new set of wards—twenty, in- 
stead of sixteen. But no Alderman was legis- 
lated out. All held to the end of their terms, 
even though the man who was elected from 
the Fifteenth found himself in the Nineteenth. 
So when the Legislature makes a new Senato- 
rial apportionment no old member is deprived 
of bis seat. The adoption of the new charter 
in 1875 was an enterely different thing. It was 
substituting one form of government for 
another. It was taking anew start, and neces- 
sarily all the old men dropped out and a new 
set were elected clear through. 

The new Councilmen are now convinced that, 
notwithstanding the Mayor's foolish talk, their 
terms cannot be contested. They are, with 
hardly an exception, in favor of redistriciing. 
Ald, Maboney, who resides in one of the small 
wards—the Ninth—probabiy voices the senti- 
ments of others similarly situated. He said 
yesterday: I think that the advocates of tne 
new deal are right. I shall favor any equita- 
dle plan. We must bave redistribution some 
time. Now is as good a time to begin as any 
Ald, Wetherell, who isa member of the com- 
mittee, discussed the situation yesterday with 
a number of his colleagues. He said he had 
no doubt that a feasible plan would be agreed 
on without much difficulty. Mayor Harrison's 
plan of electing halt of the Alaermen on a gen- 
eral ticket was generally ridiculed. To do this 
would necessitate a change in the General In- 
corporation act, which would be generally op- 
posed by ths members of the Legislature from 
the rural districts and by perhaps more than 
half of those from Chicago. 

It will not take as much time or trouble to 
redistrict the city as many people think. A 
plan which would be satisfactory all around 
could be agreed on in afew hours. It is gen- 
eraliy conceded that the South Town will bave 
five wards as now, the North Town four wards, 
and the West Town nine wards. The plan which 
finds most favor for the South Side wards is 
the following: 

First Ward—All that portion of the South 
Town north of Tweifth street. This would give 
the ward, estimating on the vote cast at the 
Presidential election, about 6,500 votes and a 
population of about 28,000, but containing an 
excessive proportion of adults—cbiefly men. 

Second Ward—The territory between Twelfth 
and Twenty-third or Twenty-fourth streets and 
between the South Branch and the Pittsburg & 
Fort Wayne tracks on Stewart avenue on the 
west and Lake Michigan. Vote about 6,000; 
population about 30,000 to 34,000. 

Third Ward—aAli that territory bounded hy 
Twenty-third or Twentr-fourch streets, Stew- 
art avenue, Thirty-tirst or Thirty-third streets, 
and Lake Michigan; 6,000 voters; 33,000 to 36,- 
000 povulation. 

Fourth Ward—aAll that portion of the South. 
Town eastof Stewart avenue and south of 
Thirty-first or Thirty-third streets; population 
from 28,000 to 32,0u0—increasing rapidly; about 
5,000 to 5,800 voters now. 

Fifth Ward—Ali that portion of the South 
Town lying west of Stewart avenue; popula- 
uon from 33,000 to 35,000; voters, 5,500. 

The First Ward would have the smaliest 
population but the largest number of voters; 
the Fifth Ward the smallest number of voters 
but a elightly larger population than the 
others. The total population of the 
South Town is now estimated §= at 
160,000 and the number of voters at $2,000. 
The North Division could be as easily and as 
satisfactorily redistricted as the South Division 
on the following general pian: The Eighteenth 
Ward has now about 7,500 voters. It could 
afford to give those between Wells and Frank- 
lia streets to the Seventeenth Ward, which has 
the smallest number of voters of any of the 
North Side Wards. The western boundary of 
the Eighteenth Ward therefore would be the 
middie of Weils street. The northern boundary 
should remain unchanged. This would give 
the ward 6,500 voters, and about 32,000 people. 
The Seventeenth Ward's eastern boundary 
being extended to Wells street would make its 
vote about 5,000. The boundaries of the Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth might remain just as 
they are, although a couple cf precincts should 
be transferred from the Fifteenth to the Six- 
teenth to equalize population. It is a very 
easy and simple matter to reapportion the 
North Side Wards, and not very difficult on the 
South Side. The most readjustment and divis- 
ion of wards will occur in the West Division. 


BEAUTIFYING LINCOLN PARK. 


Imposing Ornaments That Are Shortly to 
Grace the Popular North Side Retreat. 
Lincoln Park will within a year receive four 

permanent improvements that will add greatly 

to its beauty and make it the objective point 
of all strangers visiting the city. There will 
be three monuments and a large fountain of 
artistic design erected in different parts of the 
park, wide enough apart not to interfere with 
each other and yet close enough together 
to be taken in in an easy walk. Tue first 
one to be ready will be the Schiller Monu- 

ment, which is expected to be unveiled May 8. 

The foundation was laid last November. The 

granit blocks that are to form tho 

tall pedestal have arrived in the park, 


and work has been commenced on put- 
ting them on the foundation.

The most imposing structure will be the 
Grant monument, tor which excavations bave 
been commenced on the roadway close to the 
Lake-Shore drive opposit Wisconsin street. 
The monument, a cut of which has been pub- 
lished by THe Tarsune, will form part of the 
elevated drive running parallel to the Lake- 
Shore drive, so that the length of 
the structure will be north and south. 
The arch will span a pathway 
leading from the lake sbore to the little lake 
in the park. The point selected is perbaps 
the most conspicuous in the park. Some trees 
have been cut away, opening a vista on the 
monument, from Clark street about 100 feet 
south of Wisconsin street, clear through the 
park. The superstructure that is to carry the 
statue of Grant will only occupy twenty feet 
of the sixty feet width of the arch, and will 
stand on the east side of it, leaving the west 
forty feet for aroadway. The statue of Grant, 
mounted, wul face south. The hight of the 
monument to che base of the statue will be 
forty-two feet. The statue has not yet been 
selected, Competition will be open until Aug. 
I. when a suitable design fora bronze statue 
will probably be found among those sent to 
the committee, The granit work will be done 
next December.

Dan C. Kingman, Chief Engi- 
peer, Department of the Platte,who bas charge 
of the construction of roads. These officials 
in their request for the appropriation bave 
giked that the money be made available at 
so that some of the most important work 
‘may be done before the park is thrown open 
to tourists. 

“Tt is proposed with this appropriation. to 

‘ genstructa road from Upper Geyser Basin 
via Shoshone Luke to the West Thumb of Yel- 
lowstone Lake, and thence to tue outlet of 
Yellowstone Lake; also to construct a road from 
Norris Geyser Basin to the Grand Cafion and 
from the Grand Cafion over Mount Washburn 
to Mammoth Hot Springs, thus completing the 
drouit of the park and enabling tourists to 
waverse it from one end to the other without 
doubling back over the same road, as they are 
obliged tu do at present: This will add greatly 
to the attractiveness of the park. 

“There is little doubt but that Congress will 
make the appropriation as asked, for it is av- 
parent to every one that the opening up of the 

park and the providing of proper accommoda- 
| tons will result in keeping in this country a 
large amount of money annually that would 
ttherwise be expended by American tourists 
road. More than this, it will bring a 

amount of money into this country 
by developing the foreign tourist traffic. Some 
dea of the relative appreciation of the won- 
ders of the park may be formed from the fact 
tat for the last three years there have been 
pore visitors in the park from Great Britain 
done than from the United States east of and 
iacluding Chicago. The park is fast becoming

@ Old Faithful Geyser. 

„A bill bas been introduced into the Senate 
by Senator Vest providing for an extension of 
the boundaries of the park, taking in the fa- 
mous Hoodvos on the east and the Teton range 
onthe south. This bill also provides for the 
establishment of a judiciary in the park and 
the administration of law by a court commis- 
sioner. All of the provisions of the bill are so 
manifestly desirable that there is no question 
but that it will become a law. 

“The policy of the Government is thorough- 
ly establisbed against the granting of private 
rights or monopolies of any description in the 
park, ana the efforts of irresponsibie parties 
to secure vested rights in the sbape of railway 
_ sebemes will undoubtedly fail. 

“The prospect is that the tourist business 
this season will be very large. The hotels will 
open June 15. One at least will remain open 
during the entire year for the benefit of parties 
desiring to see the park under the frosty in- 
fluences of a Rocky Mountain winter. as well 
as to verify the claim made in a recent issue of 
the Popular Science Monthly by Prof. Frank- 
land of the Royal College of Chemistry, that 
the Yellowstone National Park is destined to 
become in the immediate future ‘the winter 
Sanitarium of the Western World..

There are 
means to prevent it, and Senators who know 
the full extent of the frauds do not mean to 
permit the matter to rest as itis. The subject 
will be taken up in open session, and then it 
will be seen what such men as Sherman, 
Evarts, Warner Miller, Logan, and others will 
Say in defense of their conduct. 

convention which was made by Mr. Fre- 
lingbuysen and renewed by Mr. Bayard with 
the Government of Mexico proviued for the 
setting aside of the award given by an arbitra- 
uon court, of which Sir Edward Thornton was 
the umpire, in favor of the so-called Weil and 
La Abra claims against the Government of 
Mexico. The Weil claim was for a quant.ty of 
cotton. The La Abra ciaim was for damages 
alieged to nave been incurred by the owners of 
the La Abra mine, in the State of Durango, 
who cbarged that their property was destroyed 
and that they were prevented from working 
their interests there by the Mexican soldiers. 
These cluims date back for a quarter of a 
century or more. 

The Mexican Government accepted the ver- 
dict of the arbitration. and has already paid 
$800,000 of the $1,100,000 that was awarded. 
Of tbis $800,000 $400,000 bas already 
been distributed to the claimants and 
$400,000 now remains in the hands of the 
Secretary of State for distribution. But dur- 
ing the term of Mr. Frelinghuysen the Mexican 
Government got hold of evidence showing that 
the claims bad been procured by fraud. Among 
other things, they have secured the letter 
books and the account books of the La Abra 
Mining Company, in which it is shown that the 
mine was deserted by the owners, without any 
interference or any trouble with the Mexican 
troops, because it did not pay and was a dead 
loss, and that the idea of bringmg a claim 
against the Government was not thought of 
until some years after the property had been 
abandoned, when some of the creditors of the 
company suggested that if a vase was made 
out a lurge sum of money could undoubtedly 
be collected. The letter books that are in the 
bands of the Mexican Government now show 
the Whole conspiracy from beygianing to end— 
how the claim was first suggested, how the 
papers to sustain it were worked up, and fur- 
nish avery strong case of fraud, which evi- 
dence was entirely unknown at the time of the 
arbitration. This evidence has all been sub- 
mitted to two Administrations-—that of Presi- 
dent Artbur and that of President Cleveland— 
and both urged upon the Senate the ratification 
of the treaty to reopen the award and allow 
Mexico to submit this evidence as necessary 
for the honor of the United States. 

These claims have long ago passed out of the 
bands of the original claimunts and are now 
owned by speculators in the City of Washing- 
ton, who have contracted with prominent law- 
vers and lobbyists bere for large contingent 
fees provided they could prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty and the reopening of the 
case. There bas been as strong a lobby in op- 
position to the ratification of this treaty as bas 
ever been seen in Wasbington, and the treaty 
has been opposed by some of the strongest 
and most influential men in the Senate, among 
whom are Sherman, Voorhees, Vest, Evarts, 
Logan, and others. Mr. Sherman’s interest in 


preventing. the reopening of this claim lies in 


the fact that the estate of his brother-in-law, 
Thomas W. Bartley, is entitjed to $38,000 in 
case the claims are paid. Another brother-in- 
law, Charles W. Mouiton, bas also a contingent 
interest in the claims. Ex-Congressman Sam- 
uel Shellabarger, whois an intimate friend of 
Sherman, bas a very large fee involved. Sen- 
ator Voorbees bas several friends who also 
have large financial interests in the claims, his 
law partner, Judge Key, being the owner of 25 
per cent of the Weil claim of $480,000. Senator 
Vest also has a law partner involved in the 
matter, to whom a large contingent fee 
is coming in case the’ award is paid. 
The owners of the La Abra Mine 
also were residents of St. Louis. Senator 
Evarts, when he was Secretary of State, went 
through the whole case and was in office at the 
time the arbitration was made. He distributed 
$100,000 among the claimants, and bas been 
making speeches in the Senate while the treaty 
has been under consideration to justify his 
acuon. Senator Logan’s interest in the mat- 
ter is in behalf of the widow of an Illinois law- 
yer by the name of Foucke. Mr. Foucke 
owned a large interest in this claim and left his 
widow no other property. She has been living 
for several years upon the expectation of get- 
ting this money, and Gen. Logan has done 
everything he could to help ber. Other Sena- 
tors for similar reasons have been opposed to 
reopening the case, and in favor of insisting 
upon the payment of the claims by Mexico. 

While some of them admit that the claims 
may be fraudulent, they argue that it is daa- 
gerous to set aside the decree of an arbitra- 
tion and establish a precedent that cannot be 
permitted in diplomatic history. 

The following Senators voted against the 
treaty and in favor of the claims: Allison, 
Berry of Arkansas, Blackburn, Bowen, Brown, 
Camden, Cameron, Cockrell, Coke, Conger, 
Eustis, Evarts, Gibson, Hearst, Ingalls, Jones 
of Nevada, Logan, Miller of New York, Payne, 
Piumb, Riddieberger, Sewell, Stanford, Sher- 
man, Vance, Vest, and Voorhees.

A Decreased Log-Cut in Western Wiscon- 
sin—Plenty of Water for the Spring 
Drive. 

Eau Cuarree, Wis.. April 22.—[{Special. |— 
Six of the sawmulis of the Chippewa Valley are 
now in operation, four at this city, one at Me- 
nomonie, and one at Chippewa Falls. The 
Valley, Empire, and Daniel Shaw Lumber 
Companies are to start their mills bere next 
Monday. Nearly all the mille will run but ten 
hours a day this season. Neither the Pioneer 
nor the Sherman mill will be run this summer, 
as the former is inthe hands of an assignee 
and the latter is not likely to obtain logs from 
the pool, which claims there is a decided 
shortage in the log-out of last winter. No new 
logs have as yet come down, excepting such 
as were cut between the Dells of the Obippe- 
wa and Littie Falis. Nearly 1,000 
men have gone from this city to 
points on the Chippewa and tributaries for 
the drive. The recent rise of sixieen feet in 
the Coippewa River bas subsided to nine feet, 
but there is a gooa driving stage on all 
streams. The Chippewa Logging Company, 
which cut 810,000,000 feet of loge last winter, 
will make a clean drive, as there is a liklibood 
of a scarcity of logs this suramer in view of 
the good outlook for the lumber trade. The 
total cut last winter on the Chippewa is es- 
timated at 450,000,000 feet, with 800,000,000 
feet of old loge. On the Eau Ciaire the cut 
of new logs is 50,000,000 feet, with 10,000,000 
of old logs. The total stock is given at 810,- 
000,000 feet. If the spring drive is unfavor- 
abie the reduced cut of last winter is likely to 
make a shortage in view of the growmg re- 
vival in tue lumber trade.

TARBOX TALKED BACK. 


Reply of a Free-Born Citizen to Foreign 
Boycotters. 

New York Evening Post: Public sentiment in 
the eastern part of Massachusetts has been 
very torpid on the fundamental questions of 
personal liberty involved in the boycotting 
operations of the Knights of Labor, and an 
Outspoken deliverance by some man ready to 
assert the American principle was apparently 
needed to awaken people to a sense of the situ- 
ation. Mr. George O. Tarbox, a grocer of Lynn, 
has just rendered the public this service. 
Three weeks ago he was served with a notice 
that, per order of K. of In,” he must close 
his place of business at 6:80 o'clock p. m. Mr. 
Tarbox paid no attention to the notice, and 
was soon waited upon by a committee of the 
Knights of Labor, who told bim that they 
„meant business, and that if he didn’t close 
his store himself at the hour they dictated 
they would close it for him. Mr. Tarbox re- 
plied that he would not recognize any author- 
ity over bis affairs save bis own, and that he 
proposed to close bis store when he chose. The 
Knights then employed men to parade with a 
libelous banner before the store and to boot at 
every one who entered, whereupon Mr. Tarbox 
wrote an admirable letter to the newspapers, 
iu which he asserted his independence as an 
American, and said: 

I shall keep open my store in the future as I am 
keeping it open now, and when the last free-born 
citizen is coerced so that be dares not enter! will 
close my shop, sell my depreciated real estate, 
leave this enslaved city, and seek a place where 1 
can once again breathe the air of freedom. 

It thus appears that the attenipt of the Lynn 
Kuights of Labor to “kill bis business,“ as 
they threatened to do if he would not become 
their slave, was as gross an invasion of per- 
sonal liberty as the similar attempts of the 
Bakers’ Union in this city to ruin Mrs. Gray. 
We are glad to be able to add mat Mr. Tar- 
box’s appeal has aroused public sentiment in 
that region from its previous torpiaity, and 
that the people of Lynn have come to his 
rescue. In reply to an inquiry as to how the 
Knights were succeeding in their threats, Mr. 
Tarbox writes: 

My store being in a neighborhood where the peo- 
ple are mostly Irish, they did leave me when the 
boycott was imposed, But the folks are all taking 
hold, and now | am having more trade than ever. 

The hove of American liberty is with the 
„plain people like Mrs. Gray and Mr. Tarbox, 
who recognize the character of this new slav- 
ery which secret oath-bound organizations are 
seeking to establish, and the Lynn man and 
the New York woman have rendered a service 
to the cause of civilization which deserves the 
heartiest recognition by every good citizen, 


HORRIBLE TREATMENT OF A CHILD. 

SCRANTON, Pa., April 21.—The trial of John 
McAndrews and his wife on the charge of hav- 
ing caused the death of a13-year-old girl named 
Mary Gaughan, who had been intrusted to 
them some time ago, is progressing here.
